This Election Petition having been finally heard on 
13-10-1960 and having stood over for consideration till this 
day, the Tribunal passed the following : 

ORDER 
This election petition is preferred by the defeated candi 
date of the Varkala Assembly Constituency (General Seat) 
calling in question the election of the returned candidate in 
the General Election held on the 1st of February, 1960. The 
Constituency in question is a double member one, one of the 
seats being reserved for the scheduled caste. The polling took 
place on the 1st of February and the votes were counted the 
next day. Counting started at 8 a.m. and continued up to 
10.30 a.m. the succeeding day i.e., the 3rd of February. The 
total number of votes polled in the Constituency was stated 
to be 2,01,312. The petitioner polled 49,862 and his riv :ll the 
1st respondent 50,231. The latter was therefore declared 
elected by the Returning Officer for the General Seat. The 
petitioner contested the seat as a Candidate of the Communist 
Party and the 1st respondent of the Congress Party . The 4th 
respondent was put up for the reservation seat by the Praja 
Socialist Party and the 5th respondent for the same seat set 
up by the Communist Party . Respondents 2 and 3 were also 
contesting candidates in the same Constituency and they con 
tested as independents, the former for the General Seat and 
the latter for the Reservation Seat. The 5th respondent having 
polled the largest number of valid votes for the reserved seat 
was declared elected for that seat. According to the petitioner , 
the election of the 1st respondent is void for reasons stated by 
him and himself is entitled to get a declaration that he is duly 
elected for the General Seat. 
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2. In the last General Elections held in Kerala the Indian 
National Congress, the Praja Socialist Party and the Muslim 
League had forged what is known as the " United Front" against 
the Communist Party candidates and the 1st and 4th respondents 
were set up by the said United Front in pursuance of their 
widely published and declared policy regarding elections viz., 
to defeat the Communist Party candidates. Before the 
date of the election , there had been a systematic campaigning 
against the Communist Party by leaders of the opposition 
parties such as the Congress, the Praja Socialist and communal 
parties like the S.N.D.P. and the N.S.S. on grounds of caste, 
creed , community and religion and the so -called United Front 
of the Congress, P.S.P. and the Muslim League parties were 
actively carrying on their propaganda against the Communist 
Party and its candidates appealing to the communal and reli 
gious sentiments and feelings of the electorate and in this 
campaign the United Front was actively assisted and encour 
aged by communal leaders of the N.S.S., S.N.D.P., the Catholic 
Bishops and Muslim Moulvis . In furtherance of the above said 
policy of appealing to the religious and communal sentiments 
of the electorate a systematic appeal to the electorate was made 
by the candidate (the 1st respondent) and with his consent 
by persons owing allegiance to political and communal bodies 
such as the Congress, Muslim League, N.S.S., Muslim Samaj 
etc. to refrain from voting for the Communist Party candidate 
on the ground that it will be detrimental to the interest of their 
religion, community and caste to vote for the Communist candi 
date. During the elections a consistent effort to induce the 
general body of the electorate generally and individually to 
vote against the Communist Party candidate was made by reli 
gious bodies and religious leaders on the ground that the elec 
tors who are voting for the Communist Party will be rendering 
themselves objects of Divine Displeasure. In addition , a num 
ber of speeches had been delivered at public meetings organised 
by the 1st and the 4th respondents appealing to the religious 
and commiunal feelings of the electorate by persons like 
Mannathu Padmanabhan belonging to the N.S.S. pamphlets 
were printed and circulated at the instigation and with the 
consent of the 1st respondent between the 15th January and 
1st of February 1960 in furtherance of the said object. One 
such pamphlet issued in the name of a Muslim Organisation 
“ Isha Rul Hak Samajam , Edava" by a religious leader by name 
Muhammed Noordeen Moulvi with the consent and at the insti 
gation of the 1st respondent has been filed with the petition . 
At a public meeting organised in furtherance of the election 
campaign of the 1st respondent, the Finance Minister of India 
Shri Morarji Desai made a speech at Vilabhagom , a place within 
the Constituency appealing to the religious feelings of the elec 
torate and specifically declaring that it will be dangerous to 
vote for the Communist Party 
on grounds of religion . 
Shri Desai stated also in the said meeting that the petitioner 
is a " fifth columnist” and an enemy to the country since he 
belongs to the Communist Party . This is a false statement 
of fact made by him with the consent of the candidate fully 


knowing it to be false and calculated to prejudice the prospects 
of the petitioner s election . At a number of meetings organised 
by the said United Front Shri S. K. Patil, Minister for Food , 
Government of India , delivered speeches calculated to prejudice 
the election of candidates belonging to the Communist Party . 

3. Touching the personal character of the petitioner 
pamphlets containing false statements were printed at the 
expense of the 1st respondent purporting to be in the name of 
some of the voters of the place and these pamphlets were circu 
lated with the consent and at the instance of the 1st respondent. 
One such pamphlet circulated between the 15th January and 
18th February in the Constituency has been appended to the 
petition . The 1st respondent and with his consent his agents 
had induced a number of electors to vote for him by promising 
as well as giving pecuniary,and other gratifications. The above 
action of the 1st respondent and his supporters would amount 
to corrupt practice within the meaning of Section 123 ( 1 ), ( 3 ) , 
(4 ) and (5 ) of the Representation People 1951. 

4. The result of the election has been materially affected 
by the improper acceptance of the nomination paper of the 2nd 
respondent. He is not a voter in Varkala Constituency. His 
name does not find a place in the electoral rolls of any Consti 
tuency in the State. In the nomination paper filed by him he 
is described as voter in Serial No. 394 , House No. 5-171 Vayalil 
House in the voters list, Part 15 of the Varkala Constituency . 
He is not in fact the voter described in Part 15 as residing in 
House No. 5-171. Neelakantan (Ummini) voter No. 394 resid 
ing in House No. 5-171 is a different person . The 2nd 
respondent has polled nearly 400 votes and hence the election 
has been materially affected by the improper acceptance of his 
nomination . The result of the election has also been affected 
by the non -compliance by the Returning Officer and the other 
Officers connected with the election , of the provisions of the 
Representation of People Act and the rules and orders made 
thereunder. 

5. Counting of votes commenced in the N.E.S. Block Office , 
Varkala , a place so small in dimensions that it was not possible 
to accommodate therein all the counting agents, the counting 
officers and the Returning Officer. The Returning Officer in 
fact was sitting on the verandah and therefore was unable to 
supervise the counting. There were only a few Officers engag 
ed in the process of counting and in view of the large number 
of votes polled , the counting was allowed to continue round 
the clock from 8 a.m. on 2-2-1960 to 10.30 a.m. the next day. 
Only an hour s interval on the night of 2-2-1960 was given . 
Impracticability of proceeding continuously with the counting 
without sufficient intervals for lunch , tea and dinner had been 
brought to the attention of the Returning Officer. But all 
representations made in that behalf were totally disregarded 
by the Returning Officer with the result that the strain of sit 
ting through with the counting began to tell upon the capacity 
and ability of the counting agents of the petitioner to super 
vise the counting. At 2 O clock in the night of the 2nd when 
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the petitioner arrived at the counting booth he found the count 
ing officials and the agents so tired and sleepy. The rrocess 
of counting was going on mechanically and as a result of that, 
a number of ballot papers were seen lying under the tables in 
a haphazard manner. In the bundling up of votes polled on 
behalf of the 1st respondent, votes polled on behalf of the peti 
tioner were also found mixed up. In respect of one of the pol 
ling booths the total number of ballot papers found inside the 
box did not tally with the number issued at the time of polling. 
All these irregularities were pointed out to the Returning 
Officer who was sitting on the verandah in a chair in a half 
awakened state. He was requested to have a proper checking 
up, but the request was not heeded to . An application request 
ing a recount was also given , but disallowed . After the Return 
ing Officer had announced the number of votes secured by each 
of the candidates and before he put his signature on the result 
sheet ( form No. 22 ) a further request was made to him for 
at least 3 minutes interval to write out a petition for recount, 
but the prayer was not granted and he immediately filled up 
the result sheet and signed . There were grave irregularities 
in the counting of the votes and provisions of rules 62 and 64 
were clearly violated . The agents of the petitioner were not 
allowed to inspect the invalid ballot papers before they were 
rejected as invalid . There had also been numerous imperso 
nations cornmitted during the date of the poiling materially 
affecting the result of the election. The expenses of election 
for the 1st respondent have exceeded the prescribed limit. The 
amount expended has not been supported by vouchers . 

6 . On the above grounds, the petitioner prays that the elec 
tion of the 1st respondent, the returned candidate in the 
Varkala Constituency (General Seat) be declared void and that 
the petitioner be declared as duly elected in his place . 

7. The 1st respondent has raised the following contentions 
in a written statement filed by him on 1-6-1960. The state 
ments contained in paragraphs 1 , 2 , 4 to 8 , 10 to 13 and 15 of 
the petition are admitted . Regarding the political affiliations 
of the candidate it was stated further by this respondent that 
respondents 2 and 3 were candidates put up by the K.S.P. 
(Kerala Socialist Party ) , a party opposed to the Communist 
Party . The Congress, the P.S.P. and the Muslim League 
parties had the common objective of defeating the Communist 
Party. To achieve this object an electoral arrangement was 
formed between the three parties. No United Front Party 
was forged nor did any United Party put up candidates. The 
K.S.P. to which respondents 2 and 3 belonged had also declared 
its intention to defeat the communists. They had been cam 
paigning to educate the people about the wrong lines and poli 
cies of the Communist Party . The P.S.P., the Muslim League 
and the K.S.P. had also been similarly campaigning against 
the communists . Often , the leaders of these parties have 
appeared on common platforms. Some leaders of the N.S.S. 
and the S.N.D.P. Yogam have been opposing the Communist 
Party while at the same time, certain others belonging to these 
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bodies have been supporting the communists. There were 
Muslim Moulvis who have been supporting the Communist 
Party . The allegation that the Congress , the P.S.P. and the 
Muslim League parties were carrying on propaganda appeal 
ing to the communal and religious sentiments of the electorate 
is denied . Such propaganda was impossible because in the 
Communist Party there are members as well as leaders belong 
ing to all religious denominations. This respondent has not 
made any appeal, systematic or otherwise, to the voters of 
the Varkala Constituency to abstain from voting for the peti 
tioner on the ground that to do so would be detrimental to his 
religion , community or caste. No such propaganda was ever 
carried on in the Constituency . This respondent has not given 
his consent to anyone to carry on such propaganda. Propo 
ganda if at all carried on was only political. No question of 
appealing to voters on grounds of religion , caste or community 
can arise since this respondent and the petitioner belonged to 
the same religion , community and caste. The allegation in 
para 19 of the petition is also denied . No propaganda was 
carried on to the effect that those who voted for the Cominu 
nist Party would render themselves objects of Divine Dis 
pleasure. This respondent has not authorised anyone to do 
such propaganda. No pamphlets were printed or circulated 
by this respondent nor has he given his consent to anybody 
to do so . This respondent does not know anything about 
" Isha Rul Hak Samajam , Edava" . Mohammad Noordeen 
Moulvi is not known to this respondent. No pamphlet as 
stated in para 20 was ever circulated in Varkala Constituency . 
It is further submitted that the pamphlet in question does not 
contain anything objectionable in law . It does not disclose 
any attempt to unduly influence or interfere with the free 
exercise of the electoral right of the electors. Shri Morarji 
Desaimade a speech at Vilabhagom , but he did not appeal to 
the religious feelings of the electorate. The allegation to this 
effect made in para 22 is denied . Before making the speech 
Shri Desai did not consult this respondent as to what he shoud 
speak . It is true that Shri S. K. Patil had made a speech at 
Kadakkavur, but in that speech he did not make any false 
statement touching the personal character of the petitioner. 
The pamphlet alleged in para 25 of the petition was never 
printed at the expense of this respondent. No such pamphlet 
was circulated at the instance of this respondent or with his 
consent. Such a pamphlet was never circulated in the Consti 
tuency. The allegation contained in para 26 of the petition 
is vague and therefore has to be struck out. The allegation 
of corrupt practice made in para 28 is denied. Respondent 
No. 2 who contested the General Seat is a well-known public 
worker and is residing in Ward No. 5 of the Kadakkavur 
Panchayat. He was elected on a previous occasion also to the 
Legislative Assembly of the Travancore-Cochin State. He is 
a voter in that constituency and his name appears in Serial 
No. 394 in Part 15 of the electoral roll of the Constituency . 
His right to file a nomination paper was not objected at the 
time of the presentation of the nomination paper. The action 
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of the Returning Officer in accepting the nomination paper 
he was correct and proper. Anyway, the result of the Election 

has not been affected by the acceptance of his nomination 
paper . That has only adversely affected this respondent in 
that his majority has thereby been reduced . No provision of 
the R. P. Act has been violated by the Returning Officer or the 
other Election Officers . The allegations of irregularities at 
counting are all denied. The hall was spacious enough and the 
Returning Officer was also seated in the room . Intervals were 
allowed and no complaint was raised by anybody that no suffi 
cient time for relaxation was given . The allegation regard 
ing the strain of sitting through etc. are denied . The insinua 
tion that the Returning Officer was sitting in a half-awakened 
state is also denied . The allegation made against the bundl 
ing of ballot papers etc. are also denied . The order of the 
Returning Officer rejecting the recount petition is proper . It 
is not open to the petitioner to question the discretion exercis 
ed by the Returning Officer . The provisions of law regarding 
counting have all been complied with . The allegation regard 
ing election expenses is also denied . The petitioner is not enti 
tled to any of the reliefs claimed . 

8. The 3rd respondent Neelakantan (Velu ) has in a sepa 
rate written statement supported the petitioner . According 
to him , if the 2nd respondent had not contested , all the votes 
he got would have gone in support of the petitioner. This 
respondent now understands that the 2nd respondent s name 
was not in the electoral roll at the time he presented the nomi 
nation . Neelakantan (Ummini) mentioned as voter No. 394 
in the list is a person other than the 2nd respondent. 

9. Issue Nos. 2 and 19 have later on been modified as per 
orders passed on M. P. No. 87 presented by the 1st respondent 
on 23-9-1960. The issues as modified are given below : 
1 . 

Whether the nomination paper of the 2nd respondent 
Ummini Neelakantan was improperly accepted ? 
Whether voter No. 394 ( House No. 5-171, Vayalil 
House ) of the Electoral Roll of Varkala Constituency 

is Ummini Neelakantan , the 2nd respondent ? 
2. Has the result of the Election been materially affected 

by the acceptance of the 2nd respondent s nomination 

paper ? 
3. Was a " United Front Party " forged by the Congress , 

the Praja Socialist Party and the Muslim League as 
alleged ? Were the 1st and 4th respondents put up 

by such a United Front ? 
4 . Were the leaders of the N.S.S. and of the S.N.D.P. 

Yogam , Catholic Bishops and Muslim Moulavies ap 
pealing to the religious and communal feelings and 
sentiments of the electorate in regard to the election ? 
If so , was it done with the consent of the 1st respondent? 


5 . Was there a campaign in the Constituency by religi 

ous bodies and religious leaders to induce electors to 
vote against the petitioner on the ground that by 
doing so they would be rendering themselves open to 
divine displeasure ? Was any such campaign carried 
on with the consent, express or implied , of the 1st 

respondent ? 
6. Did Shri Mannathu Padmanabhan or other leaders 

of the N.S.S. appeal to the religious and communal 
feelings of the electors at public meetings organised 

by the 1st and 4th respondents ? 
7. Did the 1st respondent or anybody else at his instiga 

tion circulate pamphlets appealing to communal and 

religious sentiments of the electorate ? 
8. Is there a Samajam known as " Isha Rul Hak Sama 

jam , Edava " , and a leader by name Muhammad 

Moulavi ? 
9. Was the pamphlet referred to in para 20 of the peti 

tion, circulated in the Varkala Constituency during the 
election period ? If so, did the 1st respondent insti 
gate or consent to its printing and circulation ? Does 
the above pamphlet contain anything objectionable in 

law ? 
10. Did Shri Morarji Desai appeal to the religious feelings 

of the electorate to persuade them to vote against the 
petitioner ? If so was it with the consent of the 1st 
respondent ? Did Shri Morarji Desai say that the 
petitioner was a fifth columnist and an enemy to the 
country since he belonged to the Communist Party ? 

If so was it with the consent of the 1st respondent? 
11. Did Shri S. K. Patil deliver any speech in the Consti 

tuency attacking the personal character of the peti 
tioner or characterizing the Communist Party candi 
dates as enemies of the country and fifth columnists ? 

Does such a statement amount to a statement of fact ? 
12. Were pamphlets referred to in para 25 of the peti 

tion printed and circulated by or at the expense of 
the 1st respondent or with his consent? Was the 
pamphlet filed with the petition one such , so printed 
and published ? Was it circulated in the Constituency 

during the election ? 
13 . Whether motor vehicles were hired by the 1st res 

pondent for carrying electors to and from the polling 

station ? 
14. Did the 1st respondent or his agents or anybody else 

with his consent give or offer or promise illegal grati 

fication to the voters or anyone of them ? 
15. Has the 1st respondent committed any act which 

amounts to a corrupt practice within the meaning of 
Section 123 ( 1) , (3 ) , (4 ) or (5 ) of the Representation 
of People Act, 1951 ? Was any supporter of the 1st 
respondent guilty of any such act ?

16. Were respondents 2 and 3 candidates put up by the 

Kerala Socialist Party ? Were that Party and the 
above respondents opposing the Communist Party 
before and in the General Election held on the 1st of 

February, 1960 ? 
17 . Have the Returning Officer and or other connected 

officers been guilty of any non -compliance with the 
provisions of the Representation of People Act and 

the Rules and Orders made thereunder ? 
18. Are the irregularities alleged in regard to the count 

ing of the votes in paras 36 to 40 of the petition true ? 
19. Whether the Returning Officer acted properly in turn 

ing down the prayer for recounting ? 
20 . Whether the irregularities in counting alleged in para 

42 of the petition are true ? 
21. Were a number of votes polled for the petitioner im 

properly rejected by the Returning Officer as invalid 
votes ? In rejecting those votes did the Returning 
Officer violate any provisions of Law ? Were votes 
polled for the 1st respondent improperly accepted ? 
Were there cases of false personation at the polling as 
alleged ? Were the votes of the voters referred to in 
the Annexure to the petition cast in favour of the 1st 
respondent at the instance of the 1st respondent or 
his agent ? Have casting of any such votes material 

ly affected the result of the Election ? 
23. Have the election expenses of the 1st respondent 

exceeded the limits prescribed by law ? Has he not 
submitted a true and correct account of the same ? 
Is the correctness of the account open to question in 

these proceedings ? 
24. Have the petition and the Annexures thereto been 

properly verified ? Is the petition liable to be dismissed 

in limine for that reason ? 
25. Whether the petitioner is entitled to any of the reliefs 

prayed for ? 
26. Regarding costs . 
10. Issues 1 and 2. - The petitioner has a case that the 2nd 
respondent s nomination paper was improperly accepted and 
that it has affected materially the result of the election . Accord 
ing to the petitioner , the 2nd respondent was not a voter at 
the time he presented the nomination paper. Ext. P10 is the 
nomination paper filed by him . He is described therein as 
voter No. 394 Part 15 of the Varkala Assembly Constituency . 
His address was given as U. Neelakantan , Vayalil, Kadakka 
voor P.O. The case now put forward is that voter No. 394 
in Part 15 list is a person other than the 2nd respondent 
though with the same name and sur-name. In support of this 
position , some witnesses were examined on the side of the 
petitioner. Voter No. 394 is described in the list as living in 
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House No. 5-171 , Vayalil. According to the witnesses, Neela 
kantan (Ummini) who is described in the voters list as voter 
No. 394 residing in House No. 5-171 is altogether a different 
person . He is aged about 58 or so whereas the 2nd respondent 
is only 44. The 2nd respondent s wife is Sarada , a school 
mistress, whereas voter No. 394 Neelakantan (Ummini) s wife 
as seen from the voter s list is one Kausalia . Neelakantan 
(Ummini ) the person alleged to be the occupant of House No. 
5-171 was examined before me as PW30. According to him , 
he has been living in that house for about 112 years now . On 
25-5-1960 he appeared before this Tribunal and presented a 
petition stating that a copy of the present election petition 
was forwarded to him from the Election Commission , New 
Delhi under address Neelakantan (Ummini) House No. 5-171 
Vayalil Veedu , Kadakkavoor, Kerala State. Both the peti 
tion and the envelope addressed to him were produced here 
and they were marked as Exts. D4 and D3 respectively . From 
this circumstance, it is contended that PW30 is the occupant 
of House No. 5-171 and therefore voter No. 394 in the list is 
himself and not the 2nd respondent. The 2nd respondent was 
examined in this court as PÛ29. He stated that he was living 
in House No. 5-171 Vayalil Veedu and voter No. 394 in the 
list is himself and nobody else. Now he has shifted to Vettum 
puram Vayalil which is a new house put up by him recently . 
It was early in March this year that he shifted to his new 
house. For over 7 years he had been living in House No. 5-171 
Vayalil . So , according to him , both at the time of the pre 
sentation of the nomination paper and during the elections he 
was living in House No. 5-171. To discredit this statement of 
his Exts. P6 and P7 were produced on the side of the peti 
tioner. Ext. P6 is the copy of a demand notice issued to 
U. Neelakantan , Vettumpuram Vayalil from the Kadakkavoor 
Panchayat demanding arrears of house tax and Ext. P7 is the 
copy of receipt No. 189 issued to the same person evidencing 
payment by him of Re. 1 towards house tax. Ext. P6 is dated 
18-3-1960 and P7 22-3-1960 . PW29 was questioned about 
Exts. P6 and P7 . He stated that they relate to the house tax 
in respect of his new building. But he does not remember 
whether any payment was made by him . On the other hand , 
house tax was recovered from him . PW5 is the President of 
the Kadakkavoor Panchayat from where Exts. P6 and P7 were 
issued . The copies appear to have been signed by the I resi 
dent himself. Normally , the President has nothing to do with 
the issuing of copies. That is part of the function of the exe 
cutive authority and not the President. This PW5 is admit 
tedly a Communist and supporter of the petitioner . Ext. P6 
is dated as already pointed out 18th March , 1960 in some six 
days after the election petition had been posted for trial. It 
is argued from this circumstance that Ext. P6 is a manipula 
tion by PW5 just to create evidence in support of the position 
that PW29 had been residing in Vettumpurathu Vayalil long 
before the presentation of the nomination paper. On a 
scrutiny of Exts. P6 and P7 I think such a contention is ten 
able. It is significant to note that the house number was not 
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noted either in Exts. P6 or P7. There is the further circuni 
stance that usually the demand notice for a particular half 
year is issued in the beginning of that half- year . Ext. P6 is 
in respect of the period between 1-10-1959 and 31-3-1960. PW9 
is a member of the Nagaroor Panchayat. He swears that the 
practice obtaining in the Panchayat Office there, is to issue 
the demand notice early in the particular half year. When 
that position is accepted , the demand notice for the period in 
question ought to have been issued early in the month of Octo 
ber , 1959. But here, we see that it was issued only on 18-3-1960. 
There is also the further circumstance that PW5 the President 
of the Panchayat went out of his way in issuing the copies. 
It has come out from the evidence of PW30 hirself that PW5 
Sujathan had hand in shaping his petition and conducting 
him to this court. Considered in the light of these circum 
stances I have to observe that Exts . P6 and P7 cannot be relied 
on in support of the contention that PW29 was living in Vettum 
purathu Vayalil House on the date of the presentation of the 
nomination . Improper acceptance of a nomination paper would 
come under Section 100 ( 1 ) (d ) ( 1 ) of the R. P. Act. That 
is a ground for declaring the election of the returned candidate 
void provided it is further shown that the result of the election 
in so far as it concerns the returned candidate has been mate 
rially affected thereby. The ground of improper acceptance 
of a nomination has to be distinguished from the non -compli 
ance with the provisions of the Constitution or of the Repre 
sentation of People Act or any of the rules or orders made 
under the said Act which would fall under sub - clause (iv) of 
Section 100 ( 1 ) ( d ) ( 1 ) . In the case of the former i.e., the 
improper acceptance of a nomination it has been ruled in 
several cases that when the candidate appears to be properly 
qualified on the face of the electoral roll and the nomination 
paper, and no objection is raised to the nomination it is per 
fectly open to the Returning Officer to accept the nomination . 
Such acceptance has to be deemed to be proper acceptance. 
This is apparent from Section 36 sub - section 7 of the Act under 
which the Electoral Roll is conclusive as to the qualification 
of the elector except where a disqualification is expressly alleg . 
ed or proved . 

" It is certainly not final and the Election Tribunal may 
on evidence placed before it come to a finding that the 
candidate was not qualified at all . The election should be 
held to be void on the ground of the Constitutional dis 
qualification of the candidate and not on the ground that 
his nomination was improperly accepted by the Returning 
Officer " . A.I.R. 1954 S. C. 520 . 

This position was re -affirmed by the Supreme Court in a 
later decision , S. M. Banerji vs. Sreekrishna reported in A.I.R. 
1960 S. C. 368. There the ground of improper acceptance fal 
ling under Section 100 ( 1 ) ( d ) ( 1 ) and the ground of non 
compliance coming under Section 100 ( 1 ) ( d ) (iv ) had to be 
compared and the law was finally laid down by the Supreme 
Court in the following terms: 
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" Sub -clause (i) and (iv ) of Section 100 ( 1 ) (d ) of the 
Act provide for two distinct grounds; the former for the 
case of improper acceptance of any nomination and the 
latter for the non -compliance with the provisions of the 
Constitution or of the Act or of any rules or orders made 
under the Act . When the candidate appears to be pro 
perly qualified on the face of the electoral roll and the 
nomination paper , and no objection is raised to the nomi 
nation the acceptance of the said nomination by the Return 
ing Officer must be deemed to be proper acceptance. Even 
if there is a proper acceptance it is open to the petitioner 
to question the validity of the election under Section 
100 ( 1 ) ( d ) ( iv ) on other grounds viz . that the candidate 
whose nomination was accepted was not qualified at all or 
could not be deemed to be duly nominated as a candidate 
for the reason that he did not comply with the provisions 
of Section 33 ( iii) of the Act" . 

In the present case , the ground taken is the first one viz . 
improper acceptance of the nomination and not non- compliance 
with the provisions of the Constitution etc. PW27 Sri Kochu 
Kosy I.A.S., was the Returning Officer on the date of the filing 
of the nomination papers and it was he who accepted the nomi 
nation paper filed by PW29. He swears that at the time of the 
scrutiny of the nomination paper, none of the candidates had 
raised any objection regarding the alleged non -inclusion of 
PW29 s name in the voters list. The apparent disparity in 
the age of PW29 as shown in the voters list was however point 
ed out to the Returning Officer at the time of scrutiny . But 
that was overlooked by the Returning Officer as a careless mis 
take committed by the officers who prepared the voters list. 
PW29 had stated to the Returning Officer that his age was 44 , 
but in the voters list however, his age was shown as 58. 
Excepting this superficial error no other defect was pointed 
out and the paper was therefore accepted by the Returning 
Officer as provided in Section 36 of the Act. The decision of 
the Returning Officer is quite proper and perfectly in accordance 
with the provisions of the Act pertaining to the matter . The 
question of non -compliance with the provisions of the Consti 
tution and the R. P. Act does not arise since the peti 
tioner himself has no such case. Even assuming that the 2nd 
respondent s nomination paper has been improperly accepted , 
the petitioner has further to show that the result of the elec 
tion in so far as it concerns the returned candidate has thereby . 
been materially affected . On this point, evidence is almost nil. 
The petitioner would no doubt assert that if the 2nd respondent 
had not contested, the votes secured by him would all have 
gone in his favour . The 2nd respondent was able to poll about 
400 votes . These votes , according to the petitioner , would have 
been cast in his favour if the 2nd respondent s nomination 
paper had not been accepted . This is too violent a suggestion 
to be countenanced by this court. The witnesses who have 
been cited to substantiate this contention do not support him 
fully . All that they say is that these 400 votes would have 
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been polled by the Communist Party of the 2nd respondent had 
not been in the field . This is a vague and dubious statement 
because we have seen that two candidates were set up by the 
Communist Party and which of the two was meant by these wit 
nesses is not clear from the statement. This is clear from the 
deposition especially of PWs. 3, 7 and 10. It has been laid 
down in a series of decisions that a question of this nature 
ought not to be decided on mere speculation : 

" It cannot be held that the mere fact that the wasted 
votes are greater than the margin of votes between the 
returned candidate and the candidate securing the next 
highest number of votes must lead to the necessary 
inference that the result of the election has been materially 
affected . That is a matter which has to be proved and 
the onus of proving it lies upon the petitioner. Should 
the petitioner fail to adduce satisfactory evidence to enable 
the court to find in his favour on this point the inevitable 
result would be that the Tribunal would not interfere in 
his favour and would allow the election to stand . 
The language of Section 100 ( 1 ) ( c ) is too clear for any 
speculation about possibilities. The section clearly lays 
down that improper acceptance is not to be regarded as 
fatal to the election unless the Tribunal is of opinion that 
the result has been materially affected . Where the finding 
of the Tribunal that the result of the election has been 
materially affected is speculative and conjectural the 
Supreme Court will interfere with the finding in special 
appeal" . A.I.R. 1954 S. C. 513 . 

This court therefore does not find its way to interfere in 
favour of the petitioner on the point raised by him viz . the 
improper acceptance of the nomination paper of the 2nd res 
pondent. The 2nd respondent s testimony on this matter is 
also not helpful to the petitioner . 

11. Imay consider under these issues one other point though 
not specifically raised in the pleadings, but subsequently put 
forward by means of a separate petition by the 1st respondent 
(M. P. No. 50 filed on 18-7-1960 ) . The point raised is that 
Ummini Neelakantan who was one of the contesting candidates . 
has not been joined as a party in the present petition and as 
such the petition is liable to be dismissed " in limine" . Under 
Section 82 of the Act it is mandatory on the part of the peti 
tioner to join as respondents to his petition all the contesting 
candidates . The section runs : 
" A petitioner shall join as respondents to his petition 
(a ) where the petitioner in addition to claiming a decla 

ration that the election of all or any of the returned 
candidates is void , claims a further declaration that 
he himself or any other candidate has been duly 
elected , all the contesting candidates other than the 
petitioner and where no such further declaration is 
claimed all the returned candidates." 
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In the present case the petitioner has ciaimed the further 
declaration that he himself be declared elected . He is bound 
therefore to join as parties to his petition all the contesting 
candidates. Contesting candidate is one who has not with 
drawn his candidature as provided in Section 37. A list of the 
contesting candidates will be prepared by the Returning Officer 
as stated in Section 38 and the same will be published in the 
Government Gazette. In the present case such a list was 
published in the Kerala Gazette Extraordinary dated 15th 
January, 1960. The names of the contesting candidates of the 
Varkala Constituency are given in page 6 of the said issue of 
the Gazette. Ummini Neelakantan s name appears as serial 
No. 3 in that list and he is described there as " Neelakantan 
(Ummini) , Vayalil Veedu , Kadakkavoor" . But in the petition 
however, he is described as "Neelakantan (Ummini) stated by 
him to be the person Sl. No. 394 , House No. 5-171, Vayalil 
as per voters list Part 15 of the Varkala Constituency " . It 
is contended on behalf of the 1st respondent that Neelakantan 
(Ummini) who contested the election has not been impleaded 
and the person seen in the petition as respondent No. 2 is a 
different person as is apparent from the further fact that the 
notice sent from the Election Commission was served on such 
person only . We have already seen that the copy of election 
petition and the summons issued from the Election Commis . 
sion were received by PW30 Neelakantan (Ummini ) who is 
the present resident of House No. 5-171 . The address on the 
postal envelope is like this : -- 

" Shri Neelakantan (Ummini) 
House No. 5-171, 
Vayalil Veedu , 

Kadakkavoor , Kerala State " . 
This address is slightly different from the address given 
in the petition . There, we see only Vayalil ; Vayalil Vecdu , 
Kadakkavoor and Kerala State are not there . These are 
evidently additions made by the Election Commission . The 
petitioner s learned counsel would contend that the person 
described by him as 2nd respondent in his petition was under 
stood by him to be the person who contested the election . He 
would base arguments on the nomination paper filed by 
the said Neelakantan wherein he has given the serial number 
in the voters list as 394. The learned counsel further pointed 
out that the 2nd respondent was understood by the 1st respond 
ent also to be Neelakantan (Ummini) the person who contested 
the election . He relied on para 16 of the written statement 
for this purpose . Para 16 runs : 

" Respondent No. 2 who contested the General Seat in 
the Varkala Constituency on behalf of the Kerala Socialist 
Party is a well-known public worker of the Constituency 
residing in Ward No. 5 of the Kadakkavoor Panchayat 
within the Constituency . He was elected on a previous 
occasion to the Legislative Assembly of Travancore-Cochin 
from a Constituency in which the Kadakkavoor Panchayat 
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area was included . He is a voter in the Constituency and 
his name appears as Sl. No. 394 in Part 15 of the Elec 
toral Roll of the Constituency " . 

In the face of the above admission it is idle now for the 
1st respondent to contend that the 2nd respondent in the peti 
tion is not Ummini Neelakantan , the contesting candidate , and 
that a fraud has thus been played on him . He was all along 
under the impression that the person described as 2nd respond 
ent in the petition is none other than Ummini Neelakantan , 
the candidate who contested the election. The present posi 
tion was taken up by him only when PW30 came forward with 
Exts . D3 and DÀ, the envelope and copy of the petition etc. 
alleged to have been received by him from the Election Com 
mission, New Delhi. Evidently the correspondence was mis 
directed and happened to be received by him . We have seen 
already from the evidence of PW29 (the 2nd respondent ) that 
from March this year he has been staying in Vettumpurathu 
Vayalil House and not the Vayalil Veedu described in the 
voters list.as House No. 5-171. The House No. 5-171 is at 
present occupied by PW30 and that is how the letter etc., hap 
pened to be served on him . It cannot be argued from the above 
circumstance that the contesting candidate Ummini Neela 
kantan has not been joined as a party and that the petition is 
therefore liable to be dismissed on that sole ground . It is no 
doubt true that non - impleadment of the contesting candidates 
is a vital defect entailing the summary dismissal of the peti 
tion . Law on this point has been finally declared by the 
Supreme Court in Kamaraja Nadar vs. Kunju Thevar reported 
in A.I.R. 1958 S. C. 687. There, one of the candidates before 
the polling took place retired from the contest. He was there 
fore not joined as a party by the petitioner in his election peti 
tion . That was found to be a vital defect in the petition and on 
that sole ground the petition was finally dismissed by the 
Supreme Court. It has therefore to be conceded that all the 
contesting candidates have to be joined as parties in a petition 
like the present one where the further declaration that the 
petitioner may be elected has been prayed for. But according 
to the petitioner that rule has strictly been complied with and 
all the contesting candidates have in fact been joined by him 
as parties. Even under the ruling cited above , the petitioner 
is obliged " to join all contesting candidates whose names were 
included in the list of contesting candidates" prepared and 
published by the Returning Officer . The point is that he is 
bound to give only the " names " and not the address as shown 
in the list of contesting candidates . Here , the name of the 
person concerned is Neelakantan (Ummini) . The address 
given in the petition is the address shown by the said Neela 
kantan in his nomination paper. Therein he has described 
himself as voter No. 394 Vayalil. There is nothing wrong in 
the petitioner having adopted that address because thereby 
he was not introducing anything new so as to znislead the 
Election Commission . The Commission is also partly respon 
sible for the mis -direction of the notice because instead of 
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copying the address given in the petition they have added 
" Veedu " also to " Vayalil " which was the address given in 
the petition . Whether the notice has really been served on 
all the respondents is not the look-out of the petitioner. His 
duty ceases when once the names of all contesting candidates 
have properly been given in his petition . If there was any 
defect in issuing the notice under the address given in the 
petition it was open to the Election Commission either to refuse 
to issue notice or to have called upon the petitioner to furnish 
the correct address. Neither of this course was adopted by 
the Commission and this court proceeded on the assumption 
that notice was duly served on the 2nd respondent himself. 
The direction given to this Tribunal by the Election Commis 
sion was that notices had already been served on the con 
cerned parties and they had been directed to appear on the 
date fixed for their appearance. For the purpose of the pre 
sent petition (M.P. 50 of 1960 ) all the contesting candidates 
as required in Section 82 of the Act have been joined as 
parties. The 1st respondent himself as pointed out by me 
earlier had understood the 2nd respondent as Ummini Neela 
kantan the person who had contested the election. The ruling 
reported in 19 E.L.R. 352 was cited before me by the learned 
counsel for the 1st respondent for the position that it is the 
duty of the petitioner not only to join as respondents all the 
contesting candidates, but to see further that notices in fact 
had been served on them . I regret I cannot agree with the 
contention ) That was a case where one of the respondents 
who was declared exparte had applied for setting aside the 
exparte proceedings passed against him . There it was 
observed that : 

" The Election Tribunal should not proceed with the 
hearing of an election petition before the respondents have 
been served with notice of the first date fixed for the 
hearing of the petition and if it proceeds " exparte" before 
such notice has been served, the fact that such notice 
had not been served on the respondent is a proper ground 

for setting aside the exparte" . 
In the present case, on the first date fixed for hearing of the 
petition no doubt was felt by the Tribunal or any of the par 
ties that notice addressed to the second respondent was not 
served on him . On the other hand , the trial proceeded on 
the assumption that notices had all been properly served . The 
question of service of notice can arise only when that fact 
is disputed by means of a petition praying for setting aside 
the exparte proceedings passed against one or other of the 
respondents. Since such a contingency has not arisen here, 
the question need not be pursued further and Imay conclude by 
saying that all contesting candidates have been duly joined as 
parties and that the question of dismissal of the petition in 
limine does not arise. 
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12. Issues 4 to 12. - These issues deal with the corrupt prac 
tice alleged against the 1st respondent. The corrupt practice 
alleged may conveniently be classed under three heads :-- 
1. A systematic campaigning against the Communist 

Party by leaders of political parties such as the Con 
gress, the P.S.P. and the communal society like the 
S.N.D.P. on grounds of caste, creed , community and 

religion . 
2. Pamphlets were printed and circulated at the instiga 

tion and with the consent of the 1st respondent between 
the dates 15th January and 1st February 1960 in fur 
therance of the above said object of appealing to the 

communal sentiments of the electorate. 
3. Touching the personal character of the petitioner 

pamphlets containing false statements were printed at 
the expense of the 1st respondent purporting to be 
in the name of of the voters and the same 
circulated with the consent and at the instance of the 

1st respondent. 
13. I may deal with these points together . 

The allegation made against the 1st respondent is that at 
his instance and with his consent, leaders of political, com 
munal and religious bodies were carrying on a systematic cam 
paign against him exploiting the communal and religious sen 
timents of the electorate . This would come under that cate 
gory of corrupt practice described in Section 123 ( 3 ) of the 
Act. The persons who are stated to have indulged in this 
propaganda are ( 1 ) Mannathu Padmanabhan of the Nair Ser 
vice Society , ( 2 ) The Morarji Desai, Finance Minister of India , 
( 3 ) S. K. Patil, Central Food Minister and (4 ) Noordeen Moulvi 
stated to be a religious leader. In the case of the first three , 
the allegation is that they made speeches within the Consti 
tuency appealing to the religious sentiments of the electorate 
thereby prejudicing the election prospects of the petitioner and 
in the case of Noordeen Moulvi the allegation is that he issued 
a leaflet under the auspices of " Isha Rul Hak Samajam , 
Edava" in which it was stated that it would be an act of 
sacrilege to support the communists and the persons who dis 
obeyed this mandate would render themselves objects of Divine 
Displeasure. 

14. Before dealing with the evidence on this point the very 
scope of the charge has clearly to be understood. The averment 
in the petition is that the campaigning against the religious 
sentiments of the electorate was made by these persons with 
the consent of the 1st respondent. The onus is heavily on the 
petitioner to prove to the satisfaction of the court that they 
did so with the consent of the 1st respondent. But no evidence 
was either attempted or adduced in support of the position that 
the speeches were made by them with such consent. Consent 
cannot be presumed from the circumstances of the case. From 

G. 3533 
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the mere fact that the returned candidate was present at the 
meetings at which the impugned speeches were made, it cannot 
be inferred that he had given his consent to such speeches 
being made by the concerned persons. On the petitioner s 
own showing therefore, the persons if at all who have committed 
the corrupt practice of appealing to the religious and communal 
sentiments of the electorate are the four persons mentioned 
above and action therefore has to be taken against them . There 
is the provision in the Representation of People Act for pro 
ceeding against such people. But the petitioner has taken no 
steps in that direction . The result therefore is that even assum 
ing that objectionable speeches were made by the afore -said 
persons the candidate cannot be saddled with responsibility 
in the absence of proof to the effect that such speeches were 
made with his consent and approval. 

15. Now coming to the speeches themselves, it has to be 
observed that there is nothing in evidence to show that they 
were directed against the religious and communal sentiments 
of the electorate ; in other words, they were intended to ex 
ploit the religious and communal sentiments of the voters to 
the advantage of the returned candidate and to the disadvantage 
of the petitioner . Shri Mannathu Padmanabhan seems to have 
made two speeches in the Constituency, the one at Varkala and 
the other at Kilimanoor. As to the contents of the speeches we 
have got only the evidence of persons who are alleged to have 
heard them . No report of the speeches has been made available 
for this court s scrutiny . PW24 is one Indiravarajan Pillai who 
heard Mr. Padmanabhan s speech at Varkala . The meeting 
was convened at the Railway Station maidan , Varkala , and 
according to this witness, his speech was directed against the 
Communist Government for bringing the Agrarian Reforms Bill 
which was calculated to bring about the ruin of the Nair Com 
munity . He also criticised the Government for refusing sanc 
tion to start an Engineering College at Palghat by the N.S.S. 
On these grounds Shri Mannathu Padmanabhan is stated to 
have appealed to the Nair Community not to vote for the Com 
munists . Assuming that what the witness states is true, there 
is nothing offensive in the speech . It cannot be said by any 
stretch of imagination that the speech was directed against the 
communal and religious sentiments of the audience. The wit 
ness himself admits that people of all denominations were 
assembled there — Nairs, Ezhavas, Muslims and Brahmins. The 
other speech attributed to Shri Padmanabhan is one alleged 
to have been made at Kilimanoor. The witness who swears 
about that is PW7. The Kilimanoor speech , according to PW7, 
was mainly with reference to the reservation in the matter of 
appointments enjoyed by certain communities. It is stated 
that he criticised the Communist Government for allowing the 
reservation to continue. That also is only a criticism of the 
Government and no communal aspect is involved there. More 
over, in the present case, it has further to be noted that the 
contesting candidates are both persons belonging to the same 
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caste or community , though backed up by two political parties. 
It has been ruled in A.I.R. 1959 Rajasthan 280 that : 

" Where the two contesting candidates did not belong 
to two different communities but were backed by two 
political parties and the speaker advised the voters to 
vote for the candidate backed by certain party on the 
ground that the future of the community would be safe in 
his hands and would not be safe in the hands of the candi 
date belonging to another party the appeal does not fall 

under Sec . 123 ( 3 ) of the Act" . 
This was exactly what Mannathu Padmanabhan , Morarji Desai 
and S. K. Patil were doing . The candidate cannot be made 
answerable for their speeches : 

" It is common knowledge that in elections many 
strangers start taking interest who have directly no con 
cern with the candidates or their election agents and have 
never been asked to do anything on their behalf in fur 
therence of their election . Such persons are in the position 
of mere inter -meddlers or sympathisers and the candidate 
or his election agent will have no responsibility for any 
thing done by them , even if the act is done with a view to 
advance the prospects of the candidate s election or resultes 
in some advantage to him , unless it is shown that the 
candidate or his election agent had given his express or 
implied consent to the act in question or had knowingly 
taken the benefit of his conduct at the time" 19 E.L.R. 175 

at page 183. 
The position of Shri Mannathu Padmanabhan , Morarji Desai, 
S. K. Patil and Noordeen Moulvi is only in the nature of inter 
meddlers in the impugned election and the returned candidate 
cannot as already observed by me be held answerable for the 
public utterances made by them . Morarji Desai is stated to 
have addressed the election meeting at Vilabhagom within the 
Constituency . That speech also was not reported , but a speech 
made by him at Quilon which appeared in the Malayala Mano. 
rama dated 21st January 1960 has been produced and exhibited 
as Ext. P1. The witnesses have stated that his Vilabhagom 
speech was also more or less on the same lines . But on going 
through Ext. P1 I see no reference to religion , caste , or com 
munity. He has no doubt criticised the action of the Com 
munist Government in very strong terms, but that by itself 
would not bring it within the mischief of the Section . PWs 1 
to 3 and 19 are the persons who heard the Vilabhagom speech . 
Of these, PWs 1, 2 and 3 do not swear that Shri Desai made 
any reference to religion , caste or conımunity . But according 
to them , he depicted the communists as enemies of the country 
and fifth columnists. That can only be considered as a politi 
cal attack not based on religion , casie or community . The 
only witness who swears about that aspect is PW19. He would 
however say that Shri Morarji Desai stated also that com 
munists are non -believers and as such they should not be voted 
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to power. PW1 was put the definite question in the chief 
examination itself whether Shri Desai had spoken appealing 
to the religion sentiments of the electorate ; his answer was 
an emphatic No . PW19 on the other hand would go a long 
step further and say that the communists were described by 
Shri Desai as a set of irreligious people with no faith in God 
and therefore it would be unwise to vote for their candidate. 
This statement of his stands alone and for that sole reason it 
has to be viewed with suspicion . It has come in evidence that 
PW19 is a person who was thriving at the hands of the Com 
munist Government. He was a confidant of the Government 
and had the rare honour and privilege of being a member of 
one of the Rectification Committees engineered by the Com 
munist Government. It was the policy of the Communist 
Government to replace the existing co -operative societies by 
Rectification Committees manned by persons of their choice . 
Such replacement was stated to be in the best interests of the 
societies themselves. Whatever that be, the fact was admitted 
that PW19 happened to be a member of one such Rectification 
Committee . That is an unmistakable indication that the 
Government had faith in him and it would necessarily follow 
that he was under the obligation to the Communist Govern 
ment. His evidence therefore is interested and we have already 
seen that he has over-stepped the mark and testified to 
things which the petitioner and his partymen themselves had 
not dared to do . Shri S. K. Patil is stated to have made a 
speech at Kadakkavoor . Ext. P2 is an almost exact report of 
that speech . The main theme of his speech was criticism of 
the Communist Party and their Government. He compared 
the Communist Party to tree that has its roots in Russia . 
He further stated that they have no love of the mother country 
and when China attacked our country they went about shouting 
" China Bhai Bhai” . PW23 is a person who had heard Shri 
Patil s speech at Kadakkavoor . According to him , Ext. P2 
is a correct report of the speech . Shri Patil s speech was 
translated into Malayalam by the 1st respondent. From this 
circumstance, it is argued that it must be presumed that the 
1st respondent had given his consent and approval to the 
speech . I have already pointed out on the authority of 21 
E.L.R. 64 that such a presumption cannot justifiably be drawn 
in such circumstances . It is too much to think that a person 
like Shri Patil would show his intended speech to the candi 
date and get his previous approval. Unless it has been brought 
out in evidence that the speech was made with the full con 
sent and approval of the candidate no liability could be imposed 
on the candidate . The petitioner has no case that either 
Mannathu Padmanabhan or Morarji Desai or S. K. Patil were 
the agents of the 1st respondent. Even assuming that they 
are his agents , it has further to be proved that he had given 
his consent : 

" There is no justification for the view that in the case 
of corrupt practice by an agent consent of the returned 
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candidate must be presumed and therefore the election 
must be set aside. On the plain wording of Sec . 100 there is 
no warrant for such construction and such construction 

will virtually nullify the provisions of sub-section ( 1 ) (b ) " . 
My finiding therefore is that the 1st respondent is not in any 
way answerable for the speeches alleged to have been made 
by Mannathu Padmanabhan , Morarji Desai and S. K. Patil. 
I also find that on the evidence before me there is nothing 
objectionable in their speeches so as to attract Sec. 123 ( 3 ) of 
the R. P. Act. 

16. In the case of Noordeen Moulvi the allegation is that 
Ext. P3 leaflet was issued by him which is an appeal to the 
Muslim voters that it would be an irreligious act to vote for 
the Communists. The leaflet is a down-right attack of the 
Communists ideals and it concludes by saying that to encourage 
the Communists would be an open violation of the principles 
enjoined by Islam . Those who vote for the Communists vould 
become Kaffirs or atheists or enemies of Islam . The case of 
the petitioner is that this leaflet did a lot of mischief in the 
Constituency and a large number of Muslim voters changed 
sides and supported the respondent. Ext. P3 appeared first in the 
" Prabhatham " a daily published from Quilon and that issue of 
the Prabhatham is Ext. P4 . The petitioner admitted that Exts . 
P4 and P3 are one and the same. But on the reverse of Ext. P3 
there are two other extracts from another issue of the Pra 
bhatham . The first page under the caption " Muslims and Com 
inunism by Noordeen Moulvi" was alone exhibited here and that 
is the subject matter of Ext. P4 also . We need consider there 
fore only Ext. P3 i.e. " Muslims and Communism " and that alone 
is attributed to Noordeen Moulvi. The petitioner would urge 
that Ext. P3 is hit by Sec. 123 ( 2 ) a ( i) and (ii) also. The 
Sections are : 

( 1 ) threatens any candidate or any elector or any 
person in whom a candidate or elector is interested with 
injury of any kind including social ostracism ex- communi 
cation or expulsion from any caste or community, and 

( 2 ) induces or attempts to induce a candidate or an 
elector to believe that he or any person in whom he is 
interested will become or will be rendered an object 

of Divine Displeasure or spiritual censure" . 
Before going into the merits of the contention , I may point out 
that the alleged author of the leaflet was not cited before me 
by the petitioner. On behalf of the 1st respondent it was even 
argued that this Noordeen Moulvi is a fictitious person and 
that the leaflet was issued by some unknown miscreant or even 
by the petitioner s partymen themselves to cloud the pros 
pects of the 1st respondent s election . So long as Noordeen 
Moulvi is not put forward , such a contention is plausible. It 
\vas even alleged that Ext. P3 was printed at the instigation 
and with the consent of the 1st respondent ( Vide para 20 of 
the petition ) . The leaflet appears to have been printed at the 
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V. V. Press , Quilon . PWs 25 and 26 are the proprietor and 
foreman respectively of the V. V. Press . They deposed before me 
that the leaflet was entrusted to them for printing by a person 
calling himself the Secretary , Muslim Samajam , Varkala . They 
say that he can be identified by sight. No manuscript was given 
for printing . The Prabhatham paper in which the leaflet had 
appeared was taken to them and they were asked to reprint the 
same in the form of a leaflet. In the circumstances, it is 
difficult to trace out the person who had given the order for 
printing . The suggestion therefore that the printing was 
made at the instance and with the consent of the 1st respondent 
is baseless. The liability is sought to be fastened on the res 
pondent on the ground that he was responsible for the dis 
tribution of the leaflet in the Constituency . Before dealing with 
that question , we may pause for a moment and analyse the 
contents of Ext. P3 and see how far it would offend Sec. 123 ( 2 ) 
of the Act. Sec. 123 ( 2 ) deals with undue influence that is to 
say , " any direct or indirect interference or attempt to inter 
fere on the part of the candidate or his agent or any other 
person with his consent with the free exercise of any electoral 
right” . Sub -sections 1 and 2 of the proviso to Sec. 2 have been 
quoted by me earlier . The contention is that Ext. P3 is hit by 
all these Sections. Undue influence with reference to Re 
presentation of People Act is slightly different from the undue 
influence as understood in the law of contract. The following 
observation appearing in Parker s " Election Agent and Re 
turning Officers page 303 is instructive in this connection : 
The learned author observes : 

" There are some influences which are called due in 
fluences and other influences which are called undue in 
fluences and the proper definition of statutory undue 
influence is using any force or threatening any damage 
or resorting to any fradulent contrivance to restrain the 
liberty of a voter so as either to compel or frighten him 
inio voting or abstaining from voting otherwise than as 

he freely wills" . 
The difference between the English Law and Indian Law on 
this point has so succinctly been brought out by the Supreme 
Court in Ram Dayal Vs. Saintlal AIR . 1959 S.C. 855 in the 
following terms: 

" The law in England relating to undue influence at 
elections is not the same as the law in India contained 
in Sec. 123 (2 ) Representation of People Act 1951. This 
is clear from the definition of undne influence contained in 
Sec . 2 of the Corrupt and Illegal Practices Prevention Act 
7883 which substantially re -enacted the former Sec. 5 of 
the Corrupt Practices Prevention Act 1854. The words 
of the definition of the English statute lay emphasise upon 
the individual aspect of the exercise of undue influence . 
The Indian Law on the other hand does not emphasise the 
initividual aspect, but pays regard to the use of such 
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influence as has the tendency to bring about the result con 
templated in the clause. What is inaterial under the Indian 
Law is not the actual effect pru.luced , but the doing of 
such acts as are calculated to interfere with the free exer 

cise of any electoral right" : 
After this clarification of the Law the learned Judges continue 
to observe : 

" A religious leader has a right to exercise his influence 
in favour of any particular candidate by voting for him 
and by canvassing votes of others for him . He has a 
right to express his opinion on the individual merits of 
the candidates . Such a course of conduct on his part will 
only be a use of his great influence amongst a particular 
section of the voters in the Constituency ; but it will 
amount to an abuse of his great influence if the words he 
uses in a document or utters in his speeches leave no choice 
to the persons addressed by him in the exercise of their 
electoral rights. Where the religious leader practically 
leaves no free choice to the electors not only by issuing 
in writing the "hukam " or " farman " , but also by his 
speeches to the effect that they must vote for the candidate 
implying that disobedience of his mandate would carry 
Divine Displeasure or spiritual censure, the case is clearly 
brought within the purview of the second paragraph of 

the proviso to Sec. 123 ( 2 ) of the Act" . 
The point for consideration is whether the words of Noordeen 
Moulvi are looked upon by the Muslim Community of the place 
as words emanating from a religious leader of respect and 
repute so that disobedience of the samemight be visited with 
Divine Displeasure. We have no evidence in the case as to 
what sort of man Noordeen Moulvi is; is he in fact a Moulvi? 
Have his threats the necessary sanction behind them ? All 
these are matters to be thrashed out in evidence; but un 
fortunately there is no evidence . It might even be that Noor 
deen is a pseudo name and the leaflet is issued in such spurious 
naine to hoodwink the public or create confusion among the 
electorate . The " Isha Rul Hak Samajam ” also is stated to be 
a non - existent body. Nobody associated with the said Sama 
jam was examined in the case. According to the petitioner, 
the President of this Samajam is one N. A. Ismail. He was not 
examined . Admittedly he is not a religious leader. Even on 
the petitioner s own showing he is only a timber merchant. 
In the authorities cited on behalf of the petitioner , the objec 
tionable leaflets were found to have been published by the 
candidate or his partymen . Further , the candidate in those 
cases was found to have so much identified himself with the 
leaflet that he himself read and interpreted the same in public 
meetings. In A.I.R. 1958 Assam 5.1 for instance , an article 
appeared in the "Navasakthi" and the candidate himself was 
proved to have read out the extracts of the article in meetings 
Thereby freely interfering with the free exercise of the electoral 
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right. What was found objctionable by the court in those 
cases was not the publication as such , but its reading out and 
distribution by the candidate. The act was thus the act of 
the candidate himself. The court finally observed in A.R.R. 
1958 Assam 51 : 

" If the article is read out in the meetings as a part 
of his election propaganda by the candidate himself it 
may constitute a threat of injury to the electors and in 
that view of the matter it may constitute a corrupt prac 

tice by undue influence under Sec . 123 ( 2 ) " . 
Another case cited on behalf of the petitioner was Shubanath 
vs. Ram Narain A.I.R. 1960 S.C. 148. In that case a leaflet 
addressed to the electorate mainly consisting of Adivasis issued 
by the candidate s party consisting of Adivasis in the name 
of a cock which was the party s symboi in the election invoked 
the wrath of the deities on the electorate in case they forgot 
the cock i.e. forgot to vote for the party of which it was the 
symbol. Here also the candidate himself read over the pam 
phlet and explained its contents to the voters as could be 
seen from the following observation appearing in that judg. 
ment: 

" It is said that the appellant published and distributed 
among the electors of the Constituency two leaflets Exts. I 
and II containing appeals for rotes on grounds of religion 
and thereby committed the corrupt practice of systematic 
appeal on grounds of religion under Sec. 123 ( 3 ) of the 
R.P. Act. It is also said that the appellant himself and 
through his agents solicited votes by reading over and 
explaining the contents of the leaflets and by making 
speeches and appealing to religious sentiments and thereby 
committed the aforesaid corrupt practice. If these corrupt 
practices are proved the election of the appellant has to 

be set aside " . 
In the present case, the position is different. Here, the peti 
tioner has no case that the candidate himself carried on pro 
paganda based on the leaflet or that he read the leaflet at 
public meetings and explained its contents to the voters. The 
learned counsel for the petitioner therefore was content at the 
final stage of the case to confine himself to the charge of 
circulation alone. The respondent was sought to be saddled 
with liability on the sole ground that the leaflets were cir-. 
culated by him among the electorate. But here also the posi 
tion is not absolutely free from difficulty . The charge made 
in the petition on the question of circulation of the leaflet is 
" at the instigation and with the consent of the 1st respondent " . 
Ext. P3 as well as another leaflet P5 with which I may deal 
later on , were both circulated in the Constituency by persons 
with the consent and at the instigation of the 1st respondent. 
But at the trial however a different case altogether was sought 
to be developed and that is that the candidate himself cir 
culated . In the case of Ext. P3 evidence was adduced to show 
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that the leaflet was taken by the 1st respondent to the mosque 
and himself handed over the same to the Kathif who in his 
turn read it at the congregation . Another mode of circulation 
sought to be made out through the evidence was that the leaf 
lets were showered from the car in which the 1st respondent was 
traveling. These modes of circulation do not find a place in 
the petition and the respondent as a matter of fact was not 
called upon to answer such a charge: 

" When a candidate is charged with the commission of 
any corrupt practice the charge is almost in all respects 
sirnilar to a criminal charge and therefore the petitioner 
must establish the charge conclusively beyond all reason 
able doubt. The case for the petitioner must stand or fall 
on its own legs and can derive iittle sustenance from the 
weakness in the defence set up by the respondent. If the 
evidence adduced in the case is not sufficient to prove the 
charge , or establishes charge which is different from the 
charge levelled against the respondent the case of the peti 
tioner cannot be said to be proved and the election cannot 

be set aside on such evidence" . 21 E.L.R. page 64. 
The petitioner had no case in the petition that the leaflets 
were circulated by the 1st respondent himself. Even the dis 
tribution from the car in which he was travelling , is not stated 
in the petition. These are developments made at the evidence 
stage which strictly speaking , he is not bound to answer. Even 
the evidence adduced is not worth scrutiny because the wit 
nesses cited are mostly the partisans of the petitioner, either 
active workers or supporters of the petitioner . The distribu 
tion of Ext. P3 is spoken to by PWS 2, 3 , 14 , 15 , 18 , 19 , 20 , 
and 22 and that of Ext. P5 by PWs 6 , 15, 16 and 18. PWs 2 
and 3 are admittedly the workers of the petitioner and active 
members of the Communist Party . PW14 is a Muslim fisher 
man who swears that some ten days previous to the election 
the 1st respondent and his friends had gone to the Odayam 
mosque and a leaflet was handed over by the 1st respondent 
to the Kathif of the mosque. At this point the witness stopped 
for a while ; then he was put a direct question " was the notice 
read there ? His answer was that after the prayers were over 
it was read by the persons who had assembled there. But 
according to PW22, another witness who was to prove 
the same point, the leaflet was read by the Kathif himself. 
Thus the witnesses differ fundamentally and in another matter 
also they differ each other. According to PW14 one Adwai 
Musaliar spoke on the leaflet , but according to PW22 it was 
one Waheed Musaliar who spoke. It is significant to note in 
this connection that according to the witnesses , the Kathif 
and the Musaliar are both alive. But the petitioner did not 
think it advisable on his part to cite them in furtherance of 
his case . Their evidence would have been the best evidence 
on the point. Further , according to both these witnesses, no 
reference was made there either by the Kathif or by the 
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Musaijar, to the candidates. It was a general discourse as it 
were on communism and its incompatibility with the tenets 
of Islam . Such comments cannot come under Sec . 123 ( 2 ) ( a ) 
but can come under Sec . 123 ( 2 ) (5 ) which says that the 
mere exercise of a legal right without intent to interfere with 
an electoral right shall not be deemed to be interference within 
the meaning of the clause . Any religious leader or even a 
clergyman may legitimately address their congregations upon 
the conflicting claims of the candidates; the only limitation 
being that the clergyman or the religicus head must not hold 
out hopes of reward or threaten to ex -communicate or to 
withhold the sacrament etc. Judged by this standard it can 
not be stated with justification that Ext. P3 had transgressed 
the limits and attempted to interfere with the free exercise 
of the electoral right. PW15 who was also cited to prove 
the distribution of Ext . P3 is evidently one interested in the 
petitioner. He had agreed to be the election agent of Bala 
krishnan , the Communist Candidate for the reserved seat in the 
same Constituency . That shows his affinity with the party 
to which the petitioner belonged . His evidence therefore is 
unacceptable . PW18 speaks about the distribution of both 
Exts. P3 and P5 by the 1st respondent s friends at the Edava 
Railway Station where a meeting was convened by the United 
Front Party . He would say further that the 1st respondent 
was also seen there. This witness on his own showing is 
related to the petitioner . He further revealed his affinity with 
the petitioner s party by admitting the fact that both the peti 
tioner and Mr. Balakrishnan were set up by them , meaning 
himself and his men . PW19 is the next witness cited to prove 
the distribution of Ext. P3. This witness I have already dealt 
with in another connection . We have seen that he was the 
ccnficiant of the Communist Government. We have also seen 
that he appeared to be more enthusiastic than the petitioner 
himself in supporting his cause while referring to Shri Desai s 
speech at Vilabhagom . He went in excess of PWs 1 , 2 and 
3 and stated that Desai had appealed to the religious senti 
ments of the electorate by caricaturing the communists as 
ungodly and irreligious. His case is that the 1st respondent 
and his friends Abdul Hameed and N. A. Ismail had gone to 
Rathikal ( the witness s place ) and a copy of Ext . P3 was 
handed over to him by Abdul Hameed. The 1st respondent, 
according to him , was standing at the time by the side of 
Hameed . Reading the deposition of this witness carefully it 
would appear that the 1st respondent was seen by him only 
some-time after he got Ext. P3 leaflet because in cross -examina 
tion he had to admit that the 1st respondent s car was seen 
by him some distance away from the Arivalam bridge at which 
place the leaflet was delivered to him . He learnt from the 
driver that the 1st respondent had come in that car . The 
driver had told him further that the 1st respondent, Abdul 
Hameed and N. A. Ismail had also come. The driver was thus 
the sole source from which he gathered that the 1st respondent 
had come, along with Hameed and Ismail. These features of 
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his testimony would add further to the unreliable nature of 
the witness . He appeared to be hesitant to bring the 1st 
respondent to the picture. It was by means of a leading ques 
tion that the fact was elicited from him by the learned counsel. 
After he had stated that Ext. P3 was delivered over to him 
by Hameed he was asked a suggestive question who distribut 
ed the pamphlets there. His answer was that it was the 1st 
respondent who had taken the most prominent part in the 
circulation . Even there he did not say that it was the 1st res 
pondent who circulated . For reasons already stated and in 
view of the shaky nature of his evidence I disbelieve him . PW20 
also swears about the distribution of Exts. P3 and P5 . Accord 
ing to him , they were distributed at a public meeting held at 
" Nadayara” . This man also is a partisan witness because he 
laments over the defeat of the petitioner by saying that it 
was due to want of volunteers on the part of the petitioner 
that his votes had gone below the expected number. PWs 6 
and 16 also swear about the distribution of the leaflets . But 
these two witnesses speak only about the distribution of Ext. 
P5 . PW6 was one of the counting agents of the petitioner. He 
makes an important disclosure and that is that a counterleaflet 
was issued by the Communist Party in answer to Ext. P5. 
But this is not endorsed either by the petitioner or his election 
agent PW2 and no such leaflet is fortncoming also. Accord 
ing to him , an extraordinary meeting of the Election Committee 
was convened and the matter was discussed there and it was 
as a result of such discussion that the counter was issued . He 
would also say that the Committee decided not to issue a 
similar counter to Ext. P3 . Probably in his over-anxiety to 
help the petitioner this witness is speaking about things not 
approved of by the petitioner. PW10 is one Paramu who 
speaks about the distribution of Ext. P5, but his evidence does 
not help the petitioner in any way. According to him , the leaf 
let had stated that certain people were evicted under orders 
of the court and that according to him does not amount to 
eviction in the ordinary sense of the term . 


17. This is all the oral evidence on the question of the 
distribution of Exts. P3 and P5 . Ext. P5 is a leaflet coming 
under Section 123 ( 4 ) of the Act i.e. " a publication by a candi 
date or his agent etc. of any statement of fact which is false 
and which he either believes to be false or does not believe 
to be true in relation to the personal eharacter or conduct of 
any candidate or in relation to his candidature " . From the 
very wording of the Section it is essential that the publication 
should relate to the personal character rather than the political 
character or conduct of the candidate. Ext. P5 is styled " Evic 
tion by Minister s relations" . The substance of the pamphlet 
is that when the petitioner was a Minister some of his rela 
tions forcibly evicted certain Kudikidappukars from their 
compound . According to the petitioner , this is a false chargo 
levelled against his relatives and it was intended to throw mud 
against him and thus prejudice his prospects in the election . 
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But on going through the leaflet carefully I don t see anything 
in it reflecting on the personal character of the petitioner. The 
Section may be analysed as follows: 
1 . Statement 
( a ) Any statement of fact 

( 1 ) which is false and 
( 2 ) which the publisher either believes to be false or 

(3 ) which the publisher does not believe to be true. 
(b ) Statement must be in relation to 
( 1 ) the personal character cr conduct of any candi 

date or 
( 2 ) the candidature, withdrawal or retirement from 

contest of any candidate 
(c ) The statement must be reasonably calculated to pre 

judice the prospects of such candidate s election . 
2. The publication of the statement may be by 

( 1 ) a candidate or 
( 2 ) his agent or 

( 3 ) any other person . 
These elements have to be clearly brought out in evidence in 
order that the candidate may be made liable thereunder. But 
in the present case, the leaflet in question has not been proved 
to contain any false statement of fact. It deals with the evic 
tion of the signatories thereto from their compound by the 
brother -in -law of the petitioner through court in execution of 
a decree. The fact that there was a suit and a decree was 
obtained by the brother-in -law and in execution of that decree 
the defendants were evicted from the property is admitted. It 
is the self -same fact that is described in the leaflet though 
in picturesque and impressive language. The first element 
therefore that the statement should be false is absent here. 
The second element that it should relate to the personal charac 
ter or conduct of the candidate is also absent because in Ext. P5 
we don t see any aspersion on the personal character of the 
petitioner . The third element is publication and we have 
already dealt with that aspect in the previous paragraphs . 
Even conceding that the statement is false in certain respects 
it cannot be held that the Section is attracted because the 
leaflet read as a whole would give us the impression that 
it is only an attack on the political party to which the peti 
tioner belongs and not an attack on his personal character : 

" A false statement relating to the political party to 
which the candidate belongs cannot be considered as a 
reflection on his personal character or conduct even though 
some activities of a political character may involve per 

sonal character and conduct also " . 
The leaflet concludes by a peroration touching the land policy 
of the Communist Government. It states that the prevention 
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of eviction law enacted by the Congress Government is being 
re-enacted with suitable modifications by the Communist Gov 
ernment so as to deprive the poor people of their holding . The 
leaflet is thus essentially an attack on the activities of the 
Communist Party. It cannot therefore come under Section 
123 (4 ) . It cannot affect the petitioner s " candidature" also 
in any sense of the term : 

" Though the aspersion may be regarded as aspersion 
upon the party or upon the people who were supporting a 
particular candidate or even possibly upon the candidate, 
they could not be regarded as being made with regard to 
the " candidature" . The word " candidature" is narrower 
in its connotation than candidate; it means the state of 
being a candidate and a statement relating to a candidate 
need not necessarily relate to his candidature. The object 
of the latter portion of Section 123 ( iv ) is to protect the 
status and quality of being a candidate and if a false state 
ment relating to this is made, Section 123 ( iv ) is attracted , 

otherwise it is not" . 15 E.L.R. Page 284. 
Thus it cannot be said by any stretch of imagination that Ext. 
P5 is a false statement affecting the personal character or con 
duct of the petitioner as a candidate. In this connection it may 
also be pointed out that none of the signatories to the leaflet 
was cited in the case . The first signatory to it was cited but 
given ur. His examination would have unearthed the truth 
about the matter. But the court was deprived by the petitioner 
of that advantage . This suppression of evidence is a further 
indication that the contents of Exts . P5 are true and that there 
is nothing objectionable in it. The conclusion is hence inevit 
able that the corrupt practice alleged by the petitioner has not 
been proved in the case. Issues are found against the peti 
tioner. 

18. Issues 18 to 21. These issues arise from the petitioner s 
allegation that irregularities were committed at the counting 
of votes. The relevant allegations are contained in paras 36 
to 40 of the petition . They are: 
1. The Varkala N.E.S. Block Office where the counting 

took place was not spacious enough to accommodate 

the entire counting staff and the counting agents . 
2. The Returning Officer was seated all along on the 

verandha of the hall. 
3 . The counting started at 8 a.m. on 2-2-1960 and con 

tinued round the clock till 10-30 a.m., the next day 
with only an interval of one hour on the night of 

2-2-1960. 
4. Sufficient interval was not given for the counting 

agents to have their lunch , evening tea and supper . 
The strain of sitting through with the counting conti 
nuously had affected adversely the capacity and abili 
ty of the counting agents of the petitioner to supervise 
the counting. Most of the counting officials 
tired and found sleepy. 


were 
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5. Bundling of votes was not done properly. Votes nolled 

for the petitioner were wrongly bundled with those 
of the 1st respondent. 
In some of the booths the total number of ballot papers 
found inside the box did not tally with the ballot 

papers issued . 
7. Ballot papers polled at different polling stations in 

different ballot boxes were mixed up . 
Except enumerating these irregularities, no prayer for recount 
has been made in the petition. There is not even an assertion that 
the petitioner has in fact polled more votes than the 1st res 
pondent. The prayer for recount was moved on 18-8-1960 
by means of a separate petition M. P. No: 71. In the objection 
to that petition the 1st respondent doubted the maintainability 
of the petition on the ground that it is time barred . It was 
argued that the prayer for recount is in essence a prayer for 
declaring the petitioner duly elected in the place of the res 
pondent and in that view it has to be construed as an election 
petition for recount and scrutiny. Such a petition has to be 
preferred within 45 days from the date of the election of the 
returned candidate . The petitioner s counsel argues in answer 
to this contention that only two prayers are contemplated in 
an election petition and they are: 
1. praying for a declaration of the election of the returned 

candidate void , and 
2. claiming a further declaration that he himself is duly 

elected . 
Prayer for recount is thus outside the purview of the peti 
tion . It is usually made in the course of the trial by means 
of a separate petition and since it is not in the nature of an 
amendment to the original petition , the question of limitation 
cannot arise. I think this position is acceptable. Recount is 
claimed only in furtherance and supplementary to the main 
prayer viz., declaring void the election of the returned candi 
date . In other words, the petitioner would argue that by a 
recount it could be seen that he has secured more votes than 
his opponent, the 1st respondent. If the Tribunal is satisfied 
on evidence that the prayer is well -founded it may be granted . 
I may however observe that there is little force in the conten 
tion that for the proof of the alleged irregularities committed 
at the counting the ballot papers have in any event to be re 
opened . If that is the case, no grounds need be alleged in a 
petition for recount and for the mere pleasure of a recount the 
concerned party may move an application and get the neces 
sary orders from the court. The position on the other hand 
as seen from the authorities placed before me is that only on 
valid and convincing grounds a recount can be crdered . The 
following observation appearing in Halsbury s Laws of England 
Vol. 14 page 310 is pertinent: 

" A recount is not granted as of right, but on evidence 
of good grounds for believing that there has been a mistake 
on the part of the Returning Officer " . 
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More or less the same idea is contained in Parker s Election 
Agent and Returning Officer page 219. The learned Author 
observes : 

" It is submitted however that if the Returning Officer 
makes without reasonable cause a mistake in counting 
or adding up of the votes and in consequence returns as 
member a person not duly elected , he may be guilty of an 
act or omission for breach of his official duty . It has 
been held that the adding together of tendered and ad 
mitted votes constitutes a false return and even if it 
be not wilfully done, a Returning Officer who is guilty 
of such carelessness incurs serious responsibility . 
If from mis -calculation of the numbers the wrong candi 
date is returned, the return is false , and the numbers will 
be altered by striking off the votes erroneously added . 

The petition must however be filed to correct the error " . 
I am therefore of the view that if satisfactory grounds are . 
made out to show that there has been a miscount it is open 
to this court to order a recount irrespective of the fact that 
such a prayer has not been made in the main petition. But 
on the materials available before me I am not satisfied that 
a case for recount has been made out. 

19. The counting started at 8 a.m., on 2-2-1960 and conti 
nued up to 10.30 a.m., the next day with an interval of one 
hour between 8 and 9 p.m., on 2-2-1960 . Over and above the 
said interval of one hour there was also another interval last. 
ing for about 24 hours taken up for hearing and disposing of 
a petition filed by the election agent of the petitioner praying 
for adjournment of the further counting. That petition was 
presented at 4.30 a.m., on 3-2-1960 . One of the main objec 
tions now taken is that the counting booth ( the N.E.S. Block 
Office, Varkala ) was ill-chosen for the purpose since it was 
too small to accommodate the counting staff and the agents 
engaged in supervising the counting. The hall according to 
the evidence, is 30 x 16 in dimensions. There were on the 
whole 75 counting clerks besides 6 counting agents for each 
of the candidates some of the candidates it must be remem 
bered had no counting agents ) . 25 tables were put in all 
3 rows lengthwise and one row breadthwise. Each table was 
112 approximately in width . That the Varkala N.E.S. Block 
Office was the place chosen for counting and that counting will 
be continued simultaneously on 25 tables had been duly notified 
to the candidates at least a week earlier to the election and 
none of them had raised any objection . Even on the date of 
counting the Election Commissioner Shri K. V. K. Sundaram 
together with the Chief Electoral Officer of the State Shri 
P. I. Jacob had gone there and inspected the arrangements 
Before them also , none of the candidates or their agents raised 
any complaint regarding the want of space in the counting 
booth. Ext . D1 is the copy of the petition filed by the election 
agent of the petitioner on 3-2-1960 at 4.30 a.m., praying for

an adjournment of the counting . In that petition also no ubjec 
tion is seen to have been taken about the want of accommo 
dation in the counting hall. The main ground taken in that 
petition is that some officials and agents were seen sleeping 
in the hall. The Returning Officer (PW28 ) has sworn before 
this court that the counting staff and the agents could freely 
move about in the hall in the course of their duty and ro 
body ever felt any difficulty in that matter . I am therefore 
constrained to observe that the allegation that the counting 
booth was not spacious enough is wanting in good faith . The 
next allegation which was pressed before me was that the 
counting was not properly supervised by the Returning Officer . 
He was sitting all along on the verandah and from there it 
is alleged that it was not possible for him to make an effective 
supervision . This allegation is also not seen in the petition 
Ext. D1. It was admitted by the Returning Officer that he 
was seated most of the time on the verandah ; but from there . 
he could effectively supervise the counting. This is supported 
by PW3 Shri Bharathan M.A., & B.L., one of the counting 
agents . He has stated in unambiguous terms that the Return 
ing Officer had been giving directions from the verandah where 
he was seated . Under the rules the Returning Officer is ex 
pected only to supervise the counting. For that purpose it is 
not essential nor is it practicable for him to be present in 
front of every table when the boxes are opened . Even from a 
corner of the hall it is possible for him to supervise the count 
ing operation and to give as is stated by PW3 the necessary 
directions to the counting officials . It is also alleged that the 
counting agents did not get sufficient opportunity to supervise 
or watch the counting. Each agent was put in charge of 5 
tables and it is alleged that it was not humanly possible to 
watch effectively the counting on 5 tables at a stretch . This 
complaint was also not raised before the Returning Officer 
at any time. Ext. 11 does not show that such a complaint 
was made . 

The rules do not provide for one counting agent 
for each of the tables. The number of counting agents that 
each candidate was entitled to have, had also been previously 
notified and none of the candidates had grumbled about that 
at any time. Ext. D1 was presented as is seen from the 
petition itself at 4.30 a.m. on 3-2-1960. That means, count 
ing had been going on continuously for about 19 hours barring 
an interval of one hour between 8 and 9 p.m. But we don t 
see in Ext. D1 any allegation that the counting agents were 
not given sufficient opportunities for supervision . It is now 
idle therefore to contend that the counting agents were not 
in a position to make effective supervision of the counting. 
About the alleged misplacement of votes in the course of the 
bundling also no reference was made in Ext. D1. But there 
was however the allegation in Ext. D1 that in some cases 
the number of issued ballot papers did not tally with the num 
ber found in the box . This was true to a little extent tven 
according to the Returning Officer. He stated that in one 
case there was a deficiency of one vote. But that is immate 
rial. It is interesting to note that Ext. Di was presented at a 
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time when the total number of votes secured by the petitioner 
had been ascertained as could be seen from the method adopted 
at the counting. In the ballot paper the names of the candi 
dates were given in the following order : 

1. Abdul Majeed (Petitioner ) 
2. Kunjan 
3. Neelakantan (Ummini) 
4. Neelakantan ( Veloo ) 
5. Balakrishnan 

6. Shamsudeen (1st Respondent ) 
For each table there was a tray with seven chambers. The 
first process in the counting was to sort out the ballot papers 
in accordance with the first vote secured i. e . the first vote 
secured by each of the candidates will be put in the respective 
compartment of the six chambers in the tray . The 7th 
chamber was intended for invalid votes. The petitioner s 
name being the first in the serial of the ballot paper, his votes 
will be counted first. In the first round, the 1st respondent 
is not expected to get any vote. He will get only the ex 
hausted votes i. e. those ballot papers in which only one vote 
was cast and that is for himself. The relative position of the 
petitioner and one or other of the reservation candidates could 
very well have been ascertained even before the time at which 
Ext. Di petition was filed because, according to the Returning 
Officer, only the ballot boxes of six polling stations remained 
to be counted at that time. The petitioner s agent therefore 
had every means of gauging the impending result and it is 
possible that in a state of despondency Ext. D1 petition was 
filed by them at that juncture. It is difficult in the circum 
stances to see any good faith in the present move for a recount. 
The proper occasion for a recount is after the completion of 
the counting and before the result sheet (Form No. 22 ) was 
signed by the Returning Officer and this is provided under 
Rule 64 of the Representation of People (Conduct of Election 
and Election Petitions ) Rules, 1956. Sub -l ule 2 reads thus : 

" After such announcement has been made, a candi 
date or in his absence his election agent may apply in 
writing to the Returning Officer for a recount of all or 
any of the ballot papers already counted stating the 

grounds on which he demands such recount" . 
No such petition for recount was filed in the present case. 
Ext. D1 is thus not a proper petition for recount. In the first 
place, it was not presented according to rule 64 and secondly 
it only prayed for an adjournment of further counting . All the 
allegations made before this court for a recount are without 
bona fides. The allegation that there was no sufficient inter 
val for lunch and relaxation is also not supported by any 
evidence. PW4 who was specifically questioned on this point 
stated that there was no sufficient" interval. He does not 
say that there was no interval at all. PWB another counting 
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agent would say that he had time to take coffee . PW2, the 
election agent, would say that counting staff were seen tak 
ing their coffee within the counting booth . All these facilities 
were available there and in the light of such undisputed facts, 
there is little justification now for a recount. There is also 
one other fact to be noted . Even in M. P. 71/60 all that the 
petitioner asks for is only a partial recount. He wants only 
votes secured by him and the 1st respondent to be recounted . 
The Constituency is a double member one and there were on the 
whole 6 candidates. Ballot paper is one and the same and 
to say that only in counting the votes cast in favour of the 
petitioner and the 1st respondent there have been irregulari 
ties is unreasonable. This circumstance also would detract 
very much from the bona fides of the petitioner s demand for 
a recount. In the absence of a clear and specific allegation that 
the Returning Officer is guilty of miscount and that the peti 
tioner has in fact polled more votes than the respondent, and 
also in the absence of materials to substantiate the allegation , 
this court will not be justified in ordering a recount. It is 
also significant in this connection that the petitioner " has no 
case that any of the officers engaged in counting had any 
political bias against him . Recount cannot be had merely 
for mental satisfaction . In the circumstances, the petition 
for recount M. P. 71/60 has only to be rejected . 

20 . Issues 13 and 14. — These issues were not pressed . No 
evidence was also attempted in proof of the allegations con 
tained in these issues. 

21. Issue No. 15. - There is no evidence on any of the points 
arising in this issue. We have already found on the available 
evidence that no such corrupt practice has been committed hy 
the respondent. 

22. Issue 16.- Respondents 2 and 3 as seen from their elec 
tion symbol were contesting as independent candidates. Res 
pondent No. 2 was examined before me as PW29. He how 
ever stated that himself and respondent No. 3 were set up 
by the Kerala Socialist Party. But that party being not a 
recognised party , both of them had to choose separate sym 
bols. According to PW29, the K.S.P. was opposing the 
Communist Party in the last election , even though they were 
outside the electoral alliance formed between the Congress , 
the P.S.P. and the Muslim League. In the anti- communist 
agitation intended to oust the Communist Party from power 
also the K.S.P. was siding with the United Front and had 
even participated in the Satyagraha carried on by the anti 
communist front. The plea put forward by the petitioner that 
in case the 2nd respondent had not contested , the 400 and 
odd votes secured by him would have gone in his favour was 
discountenanced by PW29. But his colleague respondent No. 3 
however stated otherwise. In a written statement filed by 
him it was stated that in case the 2nd respondent was dis 
qualified from contesting he (the 3rd respondent) would have 
supported the petitioner . That is only his individual opinion 
and cannot be considered as the opinion of the party to which 
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himself and the second respondent belonged . The 3rd res 
pondent was not prepared to go to the box and swear to 
his contention. I accept the evidence of PW29 as more reliable 
on this point and hold that the K.S.P. was opposed to the 
Communist Party in the election and even before. 

23. Issue 17.- It has not been brought in evidence that the 
Returning Officer or any of the other Officers engaged in the 
conduct of the elections are guilty of any non -compliance with 
the provisions of the Representation of People Act and the 
rules and orders made thereunder. Issue is found against the 
petitioner. 

24. Issues 22 and 23.- These issues were not pressed . 

25. Issue No. 3.-- It is admitted by the 1st respondent that 
an electoral alliance was formed between the Congress , the 
P.S.P. and the Muslim League, but there was no party in 
existence as far as he is aware known by the name "United 
Front Party " . Himself and the 4th respondent were put up 
by the Congress and the P.S.P. respectively . 

26. Issue 24. - The petition and the annexures somehow 
happened to be not verified according to the rules. The peti 
tioner became aware of this omission only at a late stage and 
therefore a petition for amendment M.P. 9160 was filed by him 
on 7-6-1960 stating that it was by inadvertance that the date 
and place of verification happened to be not noted in the peti 
tion . The petition was opposed by the 1st respondent, but the 
same. after hearing both parties, was allowed by me (Vide 
separate order ) . therefore find that the petition and annex 
ures have been properly verified . 

27. Issue 25. - The petitioner is not entitled to any of the 
reliefs claimed by him . 

In the result, the petition is dismissed. The petitioner 
shall pay Rs. 300 to the 1st respondent towards his costs. The 
other respondents will bear their respective costs .

ORDER 
In the G. O. read above orders were issued classifying the 
Guest House, Ernakulam as a Tourist Bungalow and simultane 
ously putting up the rent for rooms at a prohibitive high rate . 
The reason for this was that without a prohibitiva rate, Officers 
visiting Ernakulam on duty crowded into the Guest House and 
did not make sufficient use of alternative facilities such as in 
Krishna Vilas Palace and the newly constructed Rest House 
there . This arrangement has had the desired result in so far as 
Officers have been effectively excluded from the Guest House 
and except for one or two very Senior Officers ( such as Chief 
Secretary) , Officers have not been using the Guest House. 

2. However, the arrangement has not been an unmixed 
blessing. First of all there are Government of India Officers who 
cannot be expected to pay the very prohibitive charges imposed 
and this used to cause confusion in having to obtain Government 
orders in individual cases to treat them as non -paying Guests. 
Again , the classification of the Bungalow as Tourist Home has 
thrown it open to all tourists indiscriminately and the Minister 
for Public Works had occasion to observe the other day that 
such use was doing considerable harm to the premises, furniture 
etc. 

3. Accordingly , it has been decided to revert to the old 
practice and reclassify the Ernakulam Guest House from being a 
Tourist Bungalow . It will be maintained as a Guest House but 
accommodation will be restricted to the Governor , Ministers, 
State Guests, all Heads of Departments and Class I Officers and 
Officers of the Central and Siate Governments on similar status 
or specially declared as being eligible for the purpose, and also

any other paying guests ordered to be so accommodated by 
Government in special cases or in cases of emergency for foreign 
tourists . The charges of room rent will also be brought down to 
the normal charges to the previous rate of Rs. 5 for single room 
and Rs. 6 for double room as fixed in Government Proceeding 
( P )4-17903 / 53 /CS dated 27-1-1954, except that foreign tourists 
will be charged the same rates as at present fixed in the G. O. 
read above .

ANNEXURE 
Kerala Old Age Pension Scheme 

GENERAL RULES 
1. All destitute persons of 70 years of age and ver , who are 
domi iled and have resided in Kerala State for more than a year 
on the date of the application , are entitied to Old Age Pension 
under the scheme. 

2. A " de titute" is a person without any source of income who 
has no relatives of 20 years and over of the following 
categories : 

( i) Son 
(ii ) Son s son 
(iu ) Real brother 

(iv ) Husband, wife. 
G. 3549 
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Provided that ( i) a person would be deemed to be a destitute 
if all the relatives falling within the categories specified above 
are : 
( a ) over the age of 70 years and have no income of their 

own ; or 
(b ) totally incapaciated to earn a living, such as blind 

persons, lepers, insane persons and completely 

infirm persons; 
( c ) continuously niissing for seven years or more and the 

District Collector has satisfied himself by such 
enquiry as he deems necessary that the relatives 

are so missir g ; and 
( ii) a person will be deemed to be a destitute if the wife 
bas attained the age of 60 years or over. 
Explanation:-(i) Where both the wife and the husband are 

over 70 years of age , each of them would be eligible 
for a pension . if they have no other living relativ 

of the categories specified above. 
(ii) Where the old and destitute applicant eligible 

for pension under the schemeis insane or of unsound 
mind, efforts should be made to appoint a guardian 
for him and pension should be given to the guardian 
so nominated by the District Collector. An agree 
ment, would , however , have to be executed by the 
guardian undertaking to support the insane applicant 

before the pension is sanctioned . 
( iii) A " step son " will not be deemed to be a son for 

the purpose of Rule 2 (i) and (ii) . 
Note : --- (i) Beggars and mendicants and persons maintained free 

of cost at poor houses shall not be considered to be 
destitutes. But persons who are not actually beggars by 
profession but sometimes receive occasional assistance 
from some people, shall be allowed pensions if they are 
otherwise eligible ar d are certified to be destitules by 

the District Collectors concerned . 
Note : -- ( ii) Real brother means a person whose father and 

mother are the same as those of the pension applicant. 
3. Applications for old age pension shall be submitted in 
Form OAP I in duplicate to the Tahsildar of the Taluk in 
which the destitute ordinarily resides. 

4. Application forms can be obtained from the Taluk and 
Village Offices. 

5. App.ication forms shall be submitted in duplicate in the 
prescribed printed forms or in copies of the printed form made 
on th.ck plain paper. 

6. The Tahsildar shallmaintain a list of all persons applying 
to him for the grant ot old age pension 

Form OAP II. 
7. On receipt of an application for old age pension , the 
Tahsildar shail scrutinise it and verify the age , don icile, resi 
dence , the econumic coudition (i e ., the absence of any income 
or source of livelihood) and ihe con tension of the applicant that 
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he has no relatives such as are specified in Rule 2 to support 
him from the National Register of Citizens and other sources. 
For the purpose of verification the Tahsildar may conduct 
er quiries personally or through the Village Officers or Revenue 
Inspectors concerned . But it should be the aim of the Tahsildar 
to conduct personal enquiries in as many cases as possible. 

8. If the name of an applicant is not included in the National 
Register of Citizens of the area concerned , or his age mentioned 
therein does not tally with the age given in the application form , 
the Tahsildar may verify these particulars from other sources. 
After verification the Tahsildar shall fill up the par iculars in 
the application form and send it to the District Collector. The 
Tabsildar should as far as possible send up the app ication form 
with the particulars to the District Collector within one month 
of the date of receipt of the application in his otfice . 

9. The District Collector shall maintain a list of the names 
of all applicants whose applications have been received by him 
from the Tahsild ir . This list shall be maintained in Form 
OAP III. He will also keep one copy of the application form with 
him . 

10. The District Collector shall examine all the applications 
received from the Tahsildars and shall recommend to the Board 
of Revenue for the sanction of pension those applications wh ch , 
in his opinion satisfy the conditions prescribed in these rules. 
Applicants whose applications are rejected by the District 
Collector shall be informed accordingly through the Tahsildars 
concerned . The District Collector may however, suo moto , 
reconsider any application once rejected by him and recommend 
such case to the Board of Revenue for sanction . 

The persons whose applications are rejected by the District 
Collectors shall have a right of appeal to the Board of Reveque . 
Such appeals should however be submitted within twomonths of 
the date of order of the Collector . 

11! The District Collector shall send quarterly a list of per 
sons whose applications are rejected by him to the Board of 
Revenue, Trivandrum in Form OAP IV . 

12. The age of a person recorded in the National Register of 
citizens shall be presumed to be correct unless the contrary is 
proved . In all cases where an age different from that given in 
the National Register of citizens is accepted by the Tahsildar, he 
shall record reasons therefor in writing in the application 
in OAP I. 

13. The Board of Revenue shall be the sanctioning authority . 
This power will be exercised by the Member of the Board in 
charge of the Land Revenue Department. He shall pass orders 
on each case recommended by the District Collector. The orders 
passed on each application will be communicated by the Board 
of Revenue to the District Collector , the Tahsildar and the 
applicant concerned. The District Collector and Tahsildar will 
maintain an up - to -date list of persons who have been sanctioned 
pensions under the scheme in Form OAP V. In order to verify 
that the pensioners are alive, copies of such lists will be supplied 
by the Tahsildars to the Village Officers. 
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14. The amount of old age pension sanctioned by the Board 
will be remitted by the District Collector to the pensioners by 
money order every month without deducting the money order 
commission . 

15. Printed post cards in Form OAP VI will be supplied to 
all the Collectors for distribution among the Village Officers who 
sball report every case of death of a pensioner to the Board of 
Revenue immediately after its occurrence under intimation to 
the District Collector and Tahsildar . 

16. The Tahsildar shall make, in respect of all pensioners in 
his area, a six monthly verification of the fact that the pensioner 
is alive and continues to be a " desitute" as described in Rule 2 . 
The verification shall be made by the Tahsildar immediately 
after the close of the financial year in April and again in 
October and he shall send a report to the District Collector and 
the Board of Revenue by the 15th May and 15th November every 
year. The report should contain the names of the pensioners 
who are no longer alive or who have ceased to be destitutes. 

17. Pension shall cease to be payable from the date succeed 
ing the date of death of the pensioner or from the date the 
pensioner ceases to be a destitute . 

18. Pensions under the scheme shall not be commutable. 

19. The District Collector shall have power to stop payment 
of pension iſ in any case, it was sanctioned on mistaken grounds 
or if the conditions for the grant of pension no longer exist, 
All such cases shall be reported to the Board of Revenue for 
ratification . 

20. Future good conduct is an implied condition of grant of a 
pension under this scheme. The sanctioning authority or the 
District Collector will have the right of withholding or with 
drawing a pension if the pensioner be convicted of crime involv 
ing moral turpituda. Waen the District Collector , withholds or 
withdraws a pension for the reason stated above , he should make 
a report to the Board explaining the details of the case. The 
Board may, if it deems fit, modify or cancel the order passed by 
the District Collector in this behalf .

AWARD 
By order No. 75456|L5|58-1 of the Labour and Local Administration 
Department of the Government of Kerala dated 1-1-59 the industrial dis 
pute between the management of Thindoorcandy Estate, Thiruvanbady 
and their workmen was referred to this court for adjudication. The 
following are the points referred : 
Points : 

(i ) Revision of wages of Sri K. C. Thomas, the conductor with 

retrospective effect from 1948. 
(ii) Bonus for the years 1951 to 1958. 
( iii ) Leave facilities. 
(iv ) Provident fund . 
G. 3461 
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2. The union filed a statement elaborating all the contentions covered 
by the issues. According to the union the staff members of the Thindoor 

candy estate are entitled to get emoluments at rates fixed in the APK 
• circular No. 168 dated 5th May, 1948. The management estate though 

not a member of the APK , the recommendations of APK contained in 
circular No. 168 have attained the sanctity and force of an enactment 
hy usage, custom and practice. Sri K. C. Thomas is a senior staff 
member and he has to be given the rates fixed in the APK circular with 
effect from 1948. The union also demands six months bonus to Sri 
Thomas for each of the years from 1951 to 1958. The union also claims 
one month s privilege leave with wages, 7 days casual leave and 3 days 
festival holidays with retrospective effect from 1948. The union submits 
that Sri K. C. Thomas is entitled to provident fund benefit from the date 
of its introduction from 30th April, 1957 . 

3. In the reply statement of the management, it is stated that they 
have no capacity to undertake any additional financial burden . The 
estate has been sustaining loss from its inception from 1944. It has 
never paid any dividend to its share-holders. The APK recomm 
are not binding upon the management. They also contend that they 
are not liable to pay any bonus for the years 1951 to 1958, as all these 
years were loss years . The small profits earned in 1955 , 1957 and 1958 
are not even sufficient to pay interest on capital. There is no available 
surplus in any of these years to pay bonus. But in spite of that the 
company was paying one month s wages, as Christmas bonus every year 
to their staff. All the staff members under the company are given 
leave upto a period of one month without loss of salary. The manage 
ment contend that Sri K. C. Thomas has also been given sufficient leave . 
with salary whenever he has applied for the same. The management, 
according to them , is incapable of granting more leave facilities to its 
staff due to financial difficulties. The management has not denied in 
their reply statement the claim of the worker concerned for provident 
fund benefit. The union filed a rejoinder controverting the managenient 
allegations. 

4. The union examined ww1 to ww3 and marked Exts. W1 to W34 . 
The management examined MW1 to 3 and marked Exts . M1 to M16. 

5. The important issue that arises for consideration is the question 
of enhancement of wages to Sri K. C. Thomas. The company was 
started in 1942 and has never paid any dividend to its share-holders. 
The company has been running at a loss all these years and there is a 
mortgage decree- debt, charged on the company estates amounting to 
Rs. 50,000 and odd . There are other unsecured debts also . Exts. M9 
to M15 are the balance sheets and profit and loss accounts of the com 
pany from 1951 to 1958. Ext. M10 is the balance sheet for the years 
1952 and 1953. The net profits for 1955, 1957 and 1958 are Rs. 4,412, 
Rs. 9,898 and Rs. 5,610 respectively . These profits were arrived after 
meeting the ordinary trade expenses. The paid up capital comes to 
Rs. 4,41,070 . If interest at 6 % is provided on paid up capital there will 
be nothing left . In the year 1958 the company paid off Rs. 15,000 
towards debts and the liabilities are gradually getting reduced. The 
company has not yet turned the corner and gone into profit. The company 
known as Kuttanad Cardamoms has two estates viz . Thindoorcandy and 
Korome. There are altogether 9 staff members in the two estates 
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together of which six staff members have filed Ext. M16 statement in 
court stating that they do not support the move for revision of 
wages in view of the present financial position of the company. 1954 
I LLJ page 651 at page 654 " As time-scales increase the wage -bill year 
after year which is reflected in the cost of production , such scales should 
not, in our opinion , be forced upon an employer of industrial labour, 
unless it is established that the employer has the present capacity to 
pay and its financial capacity can be counted upon in future. Thus both 
financial ability and stability are requisite conditions before wage incre 
ments. Before incremental scales can be imposed by adjudication it is 
essential to see whether the employer will be able to bear its burden . The 
financial condition of the company must be such as to lead to the con 
clusion that it would be able to pay the increments from year by year 
for an appreciable number of years, for wage-scales when settled are 
intended to be long term scheme" . 

In Express Newspaper Ltd. V. Union of India reported in A.I.R. 1958 
S.C.578 it is observed as follows: 
" In the fixation of rates of wages which include within its compass 
the fixation of scales of wages also, the capacity of the industry to pay 
is one of the essential circumstances to be taken into consideration 
except in cases of bare subsistence or minimum wage where the employer 
is bound to pay the same irrespective of such capacity." Sri K. Bhanu , 
the Union General Secretary, very seriously argued that similar estates 
are paying higher rates of salary , dearness allowance and servant 
allowance and those rates must be adopted in this company also . Ext. 
W31 is the recommendations of the A.P.K. (Association of Planters of 
Kerala ) in the matter of pay , and allowances to estate staff members and is 
considerably higher when compared to the rates of pay and allowances 
paid to the staff members in the management estates. WW1, Sri K. C. 
Thomas, the worker concerned deposed in his evidence that in Calicut 
Estate , Kottamala Estate, Neeleswaram Estate , which are similar to 
the management estates the pay and allowances recommended in Ext. 
W31 are paid . There is no evidence in this case to show the financial 
position of these estates. Calicut Estate and the other two estates 
mentioned by Sri Thomas, may be earning profits and can be financially 
scund so as to justify the payment of higher rates of pay and allowances . 
No comparison is possible unless there is evidence to show the inancial 
stability of these estates. There is no such evidence in this case. Again 
these three estates mentioned by Sri K. C. Thomas can be as well 
parties to Ext. W31 recommendations and bound by these recommenda 
tions. There is no evidence in this case regarding that matter also . 
The Kuttanad Cardamoms Ltd. is not a party to Ext. W31 settlement 
and is not bound to give the rates contained in Ext. W31. It has only 
a recommendatory force so far as Kuttanad Cardamoms Ltd. is concerned 
WW2 Sri Varkey , is an office clerk in the Kottamalal Estate. According 
to ww2 this estate is not a member of the A.P.K. but still this estate 
staff members are paid the rates fixed in the A.P.K. According to him 
in other neighbouring estates the rates fixed in Ext. W31 are paid even 
though they are not members of the A.P.K. But both WW1 und WW2 
have not said anything about financial position of these estates which 
have adopted Ext. W31 rates. Both WW1 and Ww2 may be correct in 
their statements. But the question is, can this management estate which 
is running at a loss and already over -burdened with liabilities be com 
pelled to pay higher rates. The answer is, it cannot be compelled. Sri 
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Bhanu argued that the learned Alleppey Industrial Tribunal awarded 
the rates recommended in Ext. W31 to the staff members of Parathode 
Estate in I.D.1458 . He is correct. But that estate was running as a 
profitable concern . The complaint of the estate proprietor was that the 
profit rates were showing signs of decrease. But inspite of the financial 
difficulties of the estate, some staff members were given increments in 
their salary . This is admitted by the Managing Dibrector in his evidence 
given before this court. It is admitted by him that in 1955 Sri K. C. 
Thomas was getting Rs. 80 and he was not given any increment. 
Another staff member Sri P. C. Chandy was getting Rs. 90 in 1955. 
His pay was raised to Rs. 125 and now he is getting Rs. 125. Similarly 
another staff member Sri R. Viswanathan was also given an increment. 
This was also admitted by MW1 although he stated that he does not 
remember the exact amount of increment given to Sri R. Viswanathan. 
Another staff member Sri Gopalan Nair was also given an increment of 
Rs. 20. His pay was raised from Rs. 60 to Rs. 80. It is admitted by 
the Managing Director that while some of the staff members were given 
increments, the others were not given such increments. This is dis 
crimination between workers and workers. The management must apply 
the same yard stick to all the staff members. There should not be any 
undue preference or partiality in favour of some. Sri P. C. Chandy 
got an increment of Rs. 35. Sri Gopalan Nair was given an increment 
of Rs. 20. R. Viswanathan Nair was given an increment although the 
exact amount of that increment is not in evidence. Sri Thomas is getting 
Rs. 60 basic and Rs. 10 towards D.A. and Rs. 10 towards quarter s allow 
ance . Sri Thomas is the senior most among the staff members and he 
ought to have been given the first increment. He will be given an incre 
ment of Rs. 10 in the basic and another Rs. 10 in the Dearness allowance 
making up a total of Rs. 100 monthly . This salary is made retrospctive 
from 1-1-59, the date of reference order . For further increments he 
has to wait till the estate turns the corner and goes into profit. 

6. Issue 2.- Bonus for the years 1951 to 1958. Exts . M9 to M15 are 
the balance-sheets and profit and loss accounts for the years 1951 to 
1958. Ext. M10 is for both the years 1952 and 1953 . The profits and 
losses for the years 1951 to 1958 are given below :

The trading results of the years 1953, 1954 and 1956 have ended in 
loss. The net profits for the other years have been arrived at without 
providing interest on capital and other prior charges. The profits for 
the years 1951 and 1952 are too negligible to meet the claims of the 
workmen for bonus. The capital invested is Rs. 4,41,070 and 6 % in 
terest for the same comes to Rs. 26,400 . The net profits of the years 
1955 , 1957 and 1958 are not even sufficient to provide 6 % interest on

capital. Inspite of that the management paid bonus equivalent to one 
month s salary in all these three years. In none of the years from 1951 to 
1958, there would be any surplus available to meet the claim of work 
men for bonus. I find that the workers are not entitled to any bonus 
for the years 1951 to 1958 . 

7. Issue 3 - Leave facilities .-- The union complaint is that Sri 
Thomas is not given any leave facilities. The management on the other 
hand contends, that Sri Thomas has been granted leave whenever he has 
asked for it and leave has never been refused to him . But whatever 
may be the truth of the respective contentions of the parties, it is 
always desirable to fix the number of days to which a staff member is 
entitled to get leave. APK provides one month s privilege leave with 
full wages and seven days casual leave and three days festival holidays 
per year . The leave facilities with wages will add to the financial burden 
of the estate. The estate has no capacity to bear any additional burden . 
Yet a worker should get a few holidays for rest and a few days casual 
leave. Now under the Industrial Establishment (National and Festival) 
Holidays Act the staff members are entitled to get seven festival holi 
days with wages. This Act is applicable to the Kuttanad Cardamoms 
Ltd. Over and above that, I award 7 days privilege leave with wages 
and 7 days casual leave in an year . Consistent with the financial capacity 
of the estate, it is not desirable to grant further holidays with wages 
at present. 

8. Issue 4 - Provident Fund. The provision of the Employees Pro 
vident Fund Act, 1952 was made applicable to the employees in the 
Plantations in the Kerala State with effect from 30-4-1957. The rate of 
contributions payable by the employers and employees are also fixed 
in the Act. The employee Sri K. C. Thomas is entitled to the benefit 
of the fund with effect from 30-4-1957. The employee Sri K. C. Thomas 
will pay or make good the arrears of his contribution as early as pos 
sible and hereafter will contribute monthly from the date of this award 
becoming enforceable. 

9. The management has a case that this is not an industrial dispute 
but only an individual dispute and therefore the worker K. C. Thomas 
is not entitled to any relief. The company known as Kuttanad Carda 
moms Ltd. has two estates Viz . Thindoorcandy Estate and Korome 
Estate . There are 3 staff members in Thindoorcandy estate and 6 in 
Korome. The six staff members in the Korome Estate has filed Ext. M16 
stating that they do not support the dispute, considering the financial 
position of the company . The three staff members of the Thindoorcandy 
estate has supported the dispu The learned counsel for the manage 
ment argues that the majority of workers in Kuttanad Cardamoms Lid., 
has not supported the dispute and therefore this is not an industrial dia 
pute . But in the reference order the dispute is described as one between 
the management of Thindoorcandy Estate and the workmen of the estate. 
All the staff members in Thindoorcandy estate have expoused the cause 
of the worker concerned in the dispute . Secondly the Estate Staff Union of 
South India has taken up the cause of the worker concerned in this 
dispute. The Estate Staff Union of South India is the biggest union of 
the staff members employed in the estates in South India . The cause of 
the workman in this dispute is taken up by the biggest union of work 
men employed in similar and allied occupations. It has been laid down 
in the case reported in 1957 II LLJI that if the cause of workmen is taken 
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up by the union of the workers of the establishment or by any of the unions 
of workmen employed in similar or allied trades or industries it becomes 
an industrial dispute. So , I find the instant dispute of K. C. Thon :a3 is 
taken up by the biggest union of staff members employed in the estates 
in South India and therefore the instant dispute is an industrial dispute. 
The worker concerned will be given an increment of Rs. 10 in basic pay 
and another Rs. 10 in D.A. from 1-1-1959: He is not entitled to any bonus 
for any of the years. Over and above the festival holidays with leave 
as provided in the Kerala Industrial Establishments (National & Festival) 
Holidays Act, he will be entitled to 7 days privilege leave with wages 
and 7 days casual leave in an year . He is entitled to the benefit of 
the provident fund with effect from 30-4-1957. He will pay the arrears 
of his contribution without delay and hereafter pay his monthly contri 
butions in time. 

10. I pass the award on terms and conditions indicated above without 
costs and the same shall become enforceable after 30 days of its publi 
cation in the Government Gazette.

2. This is a dispute in which both parties Aled a number of docu 
ments some of them are not relevant enough so that I have not adverted 
to them in my decision . The Advocates argued the case for three days 
continuously and according to them this is an important dispute in 
which both parties dealt at length elaborately . 
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3. Issue No. 1 :-Dismissal of Sri K. K. Raghavan, Ch. No. 1147 : 

The Management of the Tata Oil Mills dismissed Sri K. K. Raghavan , 
who will be mentioned hereinafter as ex -worker after getting permis 
sion from the Industrial Tribunal No. II, Ernakulam under section 33 
of the Industrial Disputes Act. There is a criminal case also against 
this ex -worker and two others in which the subject matter was more 
or less the same. Witnesses were examined before the domestic enquiry 
officer, before the Industrial Tribunal No. II, Ernakulam and also in the 
criminal case and the copies of the depositions of these witnesses have 
been produced in this case and most of the witnesses are examined in 
this case also . Hence there is a plethora of depositions of the same 
witnesses. But I will confine my attention to documents which seems 
to me relevant for the purpose of my decision of this case . 

4. The circumstances which necessitated the reference can be stated 
as follows: The chargeman of the soap plant of Tata Oil Mills, Sri 
C. A. Augustine was returning home from the Oil Mills after the second 
shift on the night of 12-11-1955, was alleged to have been waylaid and 
beaten by Messrs. K. K. Raghavan , and V. C. Mathew and hence Sri 
C. A. Augustine preferred a complaint to the management next day. 
On the basis of this complaint dated 13-11-1955 both Raghavan and 
Mathew were given charge- sheets on 14-11-1955 whereby they wero 
charged with misconduct falling under clause 22 (8 ) of the Standing 
Orders of the company and were asked to submit their explanation 
within 48 hours. They submitted their explanation on 16-11-1955 and 
on the basis of the complaint the management kept the workmen under 
suspension and constituted an enquiry committee consisting of Messrs. 
B. R. Munshi and T. S. Jagannathan . This enquiry committee issued 
notices to both the charge-sheeted workmen to appear before them and 
give evidence on 9th December, 1955. After participating in the enquiry 
on 9th , the charge -sheeted workmen represented to the management 
that they felt that the enquiry committee was not fair and just in that 
they were partial towards the complainant. It seems some correspondence 
passed between the charge- sheeted workmen and the management till 
at last the General Manager decided to appoint Sri Y. D. Josht of 
Bombay, the Law Officer of the company to conduct the domestic 
enquiry . This fact was intimated to the charge- sheeted workmen by a 
letter dated 23-12-1955. Accordingly Mr. Joshi came down from Bombay 
and conducted the enquiry from 27 to 30 and submitted his report 
to the General Manager on 7th January, 1956. On the findings of the 
enquiry officer the management issued a notice saying that they have 
decided to dismiss both the workmen , but since an industrial dispute 
No. 3956 was pending adjudication before the Industrial Tribunal, Erna 
kulam , the Management were applying for permission under section 33 
of the Industrial Disputes Act. Accordingly they have filed a petition 
under section 33 and the Order was passed by the learned Industrial 
Tribunal on 12-2-1957. According to the Order permission was refused 
to dismiss Sri V. C. Mathew , one of the charge-sheeted workmen and it 
was granted in the case of Sri K. K. Raghavan . On 27th February, 1957 
the Manager issued a memo to the ex -worker dismissing him from ser 
vice with effect from 14th November , 1955, the date on which he was 
kept under suspension . Against the Order of the learned Industrial 
Tribunal No. II , Ernakulam Sri K. K. Raghavan preferred an Original 
Petition No. 104 of 1957 under Articles 226 and 227 of the Constitution 
of India questioning the validity of Order of the Industrial Tribunal 
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dated 27-2-1957. In the meanwhile the police have taken up a case on 
the alleged incident on the night of 12-11-1955 against Sri K. K. Ragha 
van , v . C. Mathew and another worker Xaviour and it was registered 
as C. C. 1495 of 1955 before the Sub Magistrate, Kanayannoor, Erna 
kulam for offences under Section (34) , ( 341) and ( 323) of the Indian 
Penal Code and the Judgment in that case was delivered on 3rd Septem 
ber, 1956 acquitting the accuseds. The High Court by the Order dated 
10th March , 1958 dismissed the O. P. filed by Sri K.K. Raghavan . After 
this the Union moved the conciliation machinery for a settlement of this 
dispute and naturally the management resisted reinstatement by their 
Memo dated 18th August, 1958. Hence the dispute was referred for 
adjudication . 

5. Mr. Shenol on behalf of the management would bring to my notice 
an important point in that the dismissal of this ex -worker was the sub 
ject matter of enquiry by domestic tribunal Sri Y. D. Joshi, by the 
Industrial Tribunal No. II, Ernakulam and it was the subject matter of 
the writ application filed before the High Court and hence I should be 
very cautious in dealing with the matter as there are findings which may 
bind me also . I also feel that the point raised by Sri Shenoi on behalf 
of the management is an important one and would cautiously deal with 
the matter. No doubt the enquiry conducted under section 33 was an 
elaborate one and the Order also covers about 16 pages in the book 
filed by the management. In this enquiry also it is seen that witnesses 
were examined in detail and the Tribunal has entered into findings which 
he deemed to be necessary , even though the enquiry under section 33 
was a limited one. The authority dealing with section 33 application 
has correctly observed that its function was to know whether there was 
a prima facie case so as to lift the ban against the workmen . On behalf 
of the workmen it was pointed out before the authority that in the crl 
minal case against the charge-sheeted workmen they were found to be 
not guilty and hence the authority should also hold that they were not 
guilty and dismiss the application for permission . To this also the 
authority correctly observed that the Tribunals are not bound by the 
decisions of the criminal court in a matter of disciplinary action . The 
only function of the Industrial Tribunal enquiring into a matter on an 
application under section 33 is whether the management has made out 
a prima facie case or not. In this connection I will point out that there 
is a difference between the legitimate functions of Industrial Tribunals 
while enquiring a matter under section 33 and adjudicating an industrial 
dispute under section 10 ( 1 ). Broadly speaking the difference is between 
that of an enquiring court and the Sessions Court under Criminal Pro 
cedure Code when eciding graver offences under the Penal Code. The 
enquiring court has to see whether the prosecution has made out a 
prima facie case. Of course it is left to the court to discharge the 
accused while in the case of a Sessions Court which would try the case 
the function is to adjudicate the offences and to see whether the accused 
is guilty of the offence or not. Thus it can be seen that in adjudicating 
this dispute the Industrial Tribunal exercising its jurisdiction under 
section 10 ( 1 ) has got a wider power than the Industrial Tribunal adjudi 
cating an application under section 33. Thus it will be seen that what 
ever the findings of the Industrial Tribunal while enquiring the petition 
under section 33 will not be binding me while adjudicating the dispute 
under section 10 as I have to consider other aspects of the question . 
Mr. Shenoi is well aware of this well-founded principle while he " raises 
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this question . But the learned Advocate would raise another point that 
a Division Bench of the High Court in the O. P. No. 104 57 has decided 
this matter and the findings are binding on me. Ext. XXIII is the copy 
of the judgment. No doubt that the decision of the High Courts is bind 
ing to the subordinate tribunals . On a careful reading of the judgment 
it can be seen that the point raised and decided are that Ext. C Order 
of the Industrial Tribunal exceeded the jurisdiction conferred on him 
under section 33 and the High Court said that it is not so . It seenis 
it was argued before the High Court that the Tribunal should be bound 
by the decision of the criminal court and since the criminal court acquit. 
ted the applicant Sri K. K. Raghavan that Tribunal also should have found 
that he was not guilty and the application under section 33 could have 
been dismissed. But the High Court decided that the Tribunal has not 
exceeded its jurisdiction. Hence I feel that neither Ext. XXIII nor 
Ext. XXI the Order on section 33 application imposes any restriction on 
me in deciding this question at present when referred under section 10 ( 1 ) 
of the Industrial Disputes Act. 

6. Before entering into evidence on this issue I will first discuss how 
far the Industrial Tribunals are competent to interfere in the discipli 
nary action proceedings taken by the Management against their 
employees. Both the Advocates argued on the question at length . The 
leading case on this subject is the " Buckingham Carnatic Mill s Case" 
decided by the Labour Appellate Tribunal and reported in 1951 II L.L.J. 314 . 
The principles enunciated in this decision are universally followed there 
after as they are approved by the Supreme Court also . It is an accepted 
principle in the industrial adjudications that the power of the Manage 
ment to direct its internal administration which will include enforcement 
of the discipline of the personnel cannot be denied . But this power is 
not an unfettered power due to the emergence of concept of principles 
of social justice which are allowed to play a prominent part in deciding 
the employer- employee relationship in these days. The theory of " laissez 
faire" which was based on the anti-dated principle of " hire and fire" 
has completely disappeared giving place to well-founded principle of equal 
partnership for the employer as well as for the employee. On the basis 
of this wholesome principle the Labour Appellate Tribunal in the Bucking 
ham Carnatic Mill s case has stated : " It is open to the Tribunals to 
examine the findings of the management on a charge-sheet of mis 
conduct to assure itself that there is evidence to support the findings 
and that the action of the Management is a possible view on the evidence 
before it . In such a case the tribunal should be refrained from substi 
tuting its own judgment for the judgment of the Management and in 
such matters the tribunal does not act like a court of appeal, but rather 
as a supervisory body exercising what would ordinarily be recorded as 
powers of revision for correction of basic errors which go to the root 
of the matter and of perverse findings. Consequently in a vindictive or 
capricious action on the part of the Management or the fact that the 
tribunal had been provoked by the action of the Management may be 
a relevant factor for consideration in determining whether interference 
of the decision of the Management is called for. The result therefore 
is that the decision of the management in relation to the charges against 
the employees will not prevail (1 ) if there is a want of bona fides, ( 2 ) 
if it is a case of victimisation or unfair labour practice or violation of 
principles of natural justice, ( 3 ) there is a basic error on facts and 
(4 ) there has been a perverse findings on the materials. If after 
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scrutiny on the aforesaid lines it is found by the Tribunals that it ought 
not to interfere with the findings of the management that the charges 
had been proved , the tribunal must next consider whether it should 
interfere with the punishment. The management in the knowledge of 
experience of the problems which concerned it with the day to day work 
of the concerned ordinarily ought to have their right to decide what 
the proper punishment should be, but its decision is liable to be revised 
if the tribuanl is of the opinion that the punishment is so unjust that 
remedy is called for in the interest of justice. It must however be a 
principle that it is essential that the matter should not be viewed alto 
gether subjectively from the point of view only of the employer or 
employee, but also objectively for the interest of the industry for bring 
ing about a harmony and relationship between two." This view of the 
Labour Appellate Tribunal is approved by the later decisions of the 
Supreme Court in the decision of the Supreme Court reported in 1958 
I L.L.J. 260. It is held : "Undoubtedly the management of a concern 
has power to direct its own internal administration and discipline. But 
the power is not unlimited and when a dispute arises industrial tribunals 
have been given the power to see whether the termination of service 
of a workman is justified and to give appropriate relief. In ases of 
dismissal on misconduct the tribunals did not however act as a court 
of appeal and substitutes its own judgment for that of the management. 
It will interfere ( 1 ) when there is a want of good faith , ( 2 ) when there 
is victimisation or unfair labour practice , ( 3 ) when the management has 
been guilty of a basic error and violation of principles of natural justice 
and ( 4 ) when on the materials the findings is completely baseless and 
perversive." In the decision reported in 1959 II L.L.J. 245 the Suprenie 
Court again laid down that " an Industrial Tribunal while adjudicating 
an industrial dispute relating to dismissal of workmen for misconduct 
has not got to decide for itself whether the charge framed against the 
workmen concerned has been established to its satisfaction . It has only 
to be satisfied that management is justified in coming to the conclusion 
( in bona fide and proper domestic enquiry ) that the charge against the 
workmen was well founded. If it finds any given case that the 
management was actuated by any sinister motives or had indulged in 
unfair labour practice or that the workman had been victimised for any 
activities of his in connection with trade union, it would have reasons 
to be critical of the enquiry held by the management." The same prin 
ciples have been enunciated in many other rulings of the Supreme Court 
the latest being the decision reported in 1960 II L.L.J. 56. From these 
decisions of the Supreme Court it is crystal clear that the principles 
laid down by the Labour Appellate Tribunal in the above mentioned 
leading case have been approved by the highest Tribunal in the country . 
Regarding these fundamental aspects both the Advocates did not differ. 
Having the guiding principles in mind I am certain that the burden of 
proof is on the union to prove that the action taken by the management 
against the employees is attracted by any of the exceptions stated above. 
That is to say I will be justified in interfering with the order of the 
management in case the Union proves to my satisfaction that the dis 
missal of the ex -worker come within one or other of the exceptions 
mentioned above. 

7. Mr. Thomas on behalf of the Union would argue that the action of 
the Management in dismissing the ex -worker was hit by all the four 
exceptions stated above. Firstly he would argue that the enquiry officer 
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has violated the principles of natural justice in that opportunity was 
denied to the ex -worker to adduce his evidence and thereby committed 
a basic error. This is strongly repudiated by the Advocate on behalf 
of the Management. I will have to examine this question in detail. As 
I have mentioned in the beginning the dispute arose on the basis of 9 
complaint preferred by Sri C. A. Augustine who was a chargeman in 
the Soap Plant of the Company. Ext. I dated 13-11-1955 was the com 
plaint preferred by him to the management. Ext. XVII dated 14th 
November 1955 is the notice issued by the management to the ex -worker 
stating the charges against him as well as V. C. Mathew . To this 
charge- sheet the ex -worker submitted his explanation which is marked 
as Ext. XVIII dated 16-11-1955 . It is necessary to know the contents 
of this explanation to decide the question on issue. The charge- sheeted 
workman says that he was not at Ernakulam on the day of occurrence 
namely 12-11-1955 because he was entrusted with a letter by Sri M. P. 
Menon to be delivered to Sri Mundanmani Chakkappan Kunjipalu at 
Chalakudy (who will be mentioned hereinafter as Chalakudy witness ) . 
He has left Ernakulam by 4.30 p.m. on 12-11-1955 by train and reached 
Chalakudy in the night, stayed there in the house of the Chalakudy 
witness and returned to Ernakulam only next morning. That is to say 
the ex-worker has stated that he had nothing to do with the alleged 
assault as he was out of station on that day and this fact can be as 
certained from Sri M. P. Menon and Chalakudy witness . This was inti 
mated to the Management in his explanation dated 16-11-1955 . I have 
stated previously that even though the enquiry committee appointed by 
the Manager of the company began the enquiry from 9th December , 
Sri Y. D. Joshi the Law Officer of the Company had to be directed to 
make the enquiry as the charge-sheeted workmen questioned the fair 
ness of the enquiry committee. The fact that Sri Y. D. Joshi was asked 
to conduct the enquiry and he would come down from Bombay and the 
enquiry would begin from 27-12-1955 was intimated to the ex -worker 
on 23rd December 1955. Accordingly the ex -worker and Mathew pre 
sented themselves before the enquiry officer. From the report of the 
enquiry a copy of which is marked as Ext. XXX it is seen from para 
graph three as follows: - " On 27th December 1955 at the appointed time 
i.e., at 9 a.m. both the charge- sheeted workmen presented themselves for 
the enquiry . When I asked them about their witnesses Sri Raghavan told 
me that he would cite Mr. M. P. Menon and Mr. Mundanmani Chakkappan 
Kunjipalu of Chalakudi, as his witnesses. When I asked him whether 
he had informed both of them to be present for the inquiry, he told me 
that they would not be prepared to come for this inquiry unless I had 
intimated them that they should be present. I made it quite clear to 
Mr. Raghavan , that it was not for me as an Inquiry Officer, to request 
them to be present. As Mr. Raghavan insisted that I should write to 
them informing about this inquiry, I told him that even though I was 
not expected to do so, I would write to them because he wanted me to 
do so . Accordingly , I wrote to both these gentlemen informing them 
that they were cited as witnesses by Mr. Raghavan and if they desired 
to give evidence before me, they should make it convenient to present 
themselves before me either on 29th December 1955 between 1.00 p.m. 
and 4.30 p.m., or on 30th December 1955 between 8.30 a.m. and 12 noon . 
I received a reply from Mr. M. P.Menon , on 30th December 1955 where 
by he informed me that he did not deem it proper to give evidence 
before me. Accordingly I informed Mr. Raghavan also . This inquiry 
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was closed on 30th December 1955, and on the 31st December 1955, when 
I was leaving for Bombay, I received a letter from Chalakudy, inform 
ing me that the days given by me were not suitable and that the gentle. 
man would be able to come as a witness on the 4th or 5th of January 
1956. However this was an unsigned letter and hence I was unable to take 
cognisance of the same." This is the opinion of the enquiry officer on 
the question on which Mr. Thomas would argue that the failure to 
examine the two witnesses was a gross violation of the principles of 
natural justice. In this connection it has to be pointed out that Mr. 
Y. D. Joshi is the Law Officer of the Company and he is a sufficiently 
qualified person holding that responsible post, and who is expected to be 
thorough with decisions on the question . Hence his opinion on this 
question should be scrutinised and naturally I expect a higher standard 
from him in observing the principles of natural justice than in the case 
of some other enquiry officers exercising similar functions. No doubt 
the enquiry was completed on 30th without examining these two witnes 
ses and the report finding that the charge- sheeted workmen were guilty 
was submitted to the management on 7th January , 1956 . Mr. Joshi 
expressed the same view while he was examined as a witness before 
the Industrial Tribunal No. II during the enquiry of the application under 
section 33 and also before me. He holds the same view as expressed 
above. According to him the enquiry oficer under similar circumstances 
is not bound to write to the witnesses of the charge- sheeted worlmen 
and also that he is not bound to wait according to the convenience of 
the witnesses . Secondly according to him the letter received by him 
on 31st from Chalakudy witness need not be recognised as a reply as 
it was an unsigned letter. Mr. Shenoi would argue that Mr. Joshi has 
done what he was expected to do under similar circumstances. But I 
would hasten to say that Mr. Joshi has not done what he was legiti 
mately expected to do under similar circumstances . Eventhough the 
enquiry was started on the basis of a complaint from one of the worknien 
the management called for the explanation and instituted enquiry as 
they thought that the charge- sheeted workmen have committed a mis 
conduct under the Standing Order and hence actually the management 
was particular to know whether the charge-sheeted workmen committed 
the misconduct . This is evident from the fact that notices to the wit 
nesses examined on behalf of the management were issued by some other 
officer of the company and the complainant was also one of the witnes 
ses. I don t presume thereby that the management was very particular 
approving the misconduct against the charge-sheeted workmen ordinarily . 
The function of the enquiry officer under similar circumstances is just 
like an impartial person anxious to And out the truth from the evidence 
and even though no procedure of rules is laid down for domestic enquiry 
the fundamental principle is that the aggrieved workman whose conduct 
is the subject matter of the enquiry should feel that they have got a 
fair chance to adduce evidence and vindicate their conduct before the 
enquiry officer . It is this feeling which is more important than any 
thing else and this feeling can be infused in the minds of the condemned 
workmen only if the enquiry officer acts in an impartial and unbiased 
way . In this case it is more so because the enquiry officer is a very 
responsible person sufficiently qualified to exercise his function having 
aware of his functions and duties as a domestic tribunal. That is why 
I have stated that I expect a higher standard of fairness and impartiality 
from such enquiry officers. With this it has to be stated that Mr. Joshi s 
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contention that he was not bound to write to the two witnesses as it 
was not his function is not a correct approach to the question . Never 
theless he has written to them . But the question is whether he had 
properly exercised his function as an enquiry officer . To his letter to 
Mr. M. P. Menon he has received a reply on 30th December 1955 and 
the letter is marked as Ext. VIII. No doubt Mr. M. P. Menon expressed 
inability to be present before the enquiry officer except duly signed by 
the competent authority . I can understand the difficulty of the enquiry 
officer wher, he received a reply of this kind . But the question is whether 
he was justified in refusing to proceed further in the matter . I have 
said above that as far as this ex worker is concerned his defence was 
that he was not in station on the date of incident and to prove that the 
most important witnesses were Mr. M. P. Menon and Chalakudi witness. 
Without their examination the ex worker could not vindicate his character 
before the enquiry officer and this fact also might be in the knowledge 
of the enquiry officer . Having this in mind is it not legitimate that 
Mr. Joshi could have given another opportunity to the ex worker to 
make available the presence of Mr. M. P. Menon ? That is to say as 
soon as Mr. Joshi received the letter on 30th he could have informed 
the ex - worker that the witness expressed his inability to be present 
before him and asked him whether it would be possible for him to get 
at him . This does not mean that Mr. Joshi should hunt after Mr. M. P. 
Menon as he would put it nor does it mean that Mr. Joshi should wait 
indefinitely to get Mr. M. P. Menon as Mr. Thomas would have it. Under 
the circumstances I feel that a man of the position of Mr. Josh! should 
have given another opportunity to the ex worker either to produce him 
by persuading him or to get at him by some other means. If Mr. Joshi 
had given an opportunity like that the ex worker would have a feeling 
that sufficient opportunity was given to him to get the statement of 
Mr. M. P. Menon and the ex worker could not be legitimately aggrieved 
against the enquiry officer that opportunity was refused . Thus the 
action of Mr. Joshi by either not informing Raghavan about Ext. VIII 
letter or by not giving him another opportunity to get at him has caused 
a feeling that the enquiry was not complete and he was not given an 
opportunity to adduce his evidence. This feeling in the mind of the 
ex worker cuts at the very root of the principles of natural justice. 

8. I will next advert to the circumstances by which the Chalakudi 
witness was not examined . The importance of the examination of this 
witness according to the ex worker can be seen from his defence that 
the ex worker was with this man at Chalakudi during the night on 
12-11-1955 . Chalakudi is a place which is about 30 miles away from the 
place of incident and he reached the house of the witness before 9 p.m. 
on that day and returned from there only next morning after staying 
there during night. If the ex worker would prove to the satisfaction of 
the enquiry officer that he left Ernakulam by 4.30 p.m. and reached the 
house of the Chalakudi witness by 9 p.m. and stayed there for the night 
on 12th and returned only next morning the enquiry officer could have 
unhesitatingly held that Sri Raghavan was innocent in the matter, pro 
vided the enquiry officer is unprejudiced and unbiased . I have stated this 
aspect to emphasise the importance of the examination of this Chalakudi 
witness. Ext. VI is the original letter from the Chalakudi witness to 
the enquiry officer dated 29-12-1955 . This letter was received by the 
enquiry officer on 31st at the time when he was about to leave for Bom 
bay. Mr. Joshi did not take cognizance of Ext. VI letter because it was 
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an unsigned one. The Chalakudi witness was examined as ww11 and 
in his deposition he has sworn that he has sent Ext. VI letter to the 
enquiry officer. He also says that he does not know English and one 
of his sons had passed B. A., and B. Com . and he had written the letter 
and by mistake it was not signed by him . Even if it was not signed 
by the witness the fact that the letter referred to a letter No. 499 dated 
27th December 1955 shows that it was with reference to a letter gent 
by the company to the witness it was replied and the letter also reads 
that it was addressed to the enquiry officer, Tata Oil Mills Ltd., Tata 
puram , Ernakulam and mentions the fact that as demanded in the letter 
from the company it would not be convenient for the witness to go 
and give evidence on behalf of K. K. Raghavan as he had to go to Mala 
bar on an urgent business and the enquiry officer was requested to make 
it convenient for him to be present either on the 4th or 5th of January, 
1956. The contents of the letter and the reference would be sufficient 
evidence for the enquiry officer to feel that Ext. VI was in reply to the 
letter sent from the company and because it was unsigned it was not 
otherwise. To contend that he did not take cognizance of Ext. VI is 
highly an unsympathetic action on the part of the enquiry officer if not 
arbitrary . Anyhow I have no hesitation to say that the enquiry officer 
did not feel any doubt regarding the genuine nature of Ext. VI letter 
from the Chalakudi witness. If he has not felt like that there must be 
sufficient reason and the reason stated is not a convincing one. Thus 
it is clear that the enquiry officer was informed by the Chalakudi witness 
that the date fixed by him was not convenient and requested to have a 
date either on the 4th or 5th , January , 1956. To say that it was an 
unsigned letter and to brush it aside as if there was no reply is highly 
unexpected of an enquiry officer. After having realised the importance 
of the statement of this witness before the enquiry officer the denial to 
give on opportunity as prayed for in Ext. VI was nothing short of denial 
of principles of natural justice and I am astonished to see that Mr. Joshi 
could not wait to get the statement of this Chalakudy witness to know the 
truth of the matter. I am inclined to accept the argument of Mr. Thomas 
that Mr. Joshi was more particular to leave for Bombay on 31st by plane 
than giving due recognition to Ext. VI reply which was wrongly brushed 
aside as unsigned . Thus howsoever Mr. Shenol will argue and support 
that Mr. Joshi has done his best to give an opportunity , I am completely 
convinced that by this dental Mr. Joshi has violated the principles of 
natural justice in having deliberately refused to give an opportunity to 
the ex worker to adduce his eiydence before the enquiry officer to vindi 
cate his character in the alleged assault. This alone is sufficient for 
my interference. 

9. Mr. Thomas would argue as I have stated above that by denying 
an opportunity to the ex worker to examine his important witnesses in 
the enquiry, the officer has committed a basic error in allowing the 
management to adduce the evidence by examining some witnesses to 
prove that this ex worker was present in the precincts of the factory 
after 6.30 p.m. on the date of occurrence. The learned Advocate would 
point out that after knowing the explanation of the ex worker that he 
was away from the station from 4.30 p.m. on that day the enquiry officer 
allowed the examination of Messrs. P. S. Vasu and K. R. Thomas to 
implicate him in the assault. P. S. Vasu would say during the enquiry 
that he had seen Raghavan at about 7 p.m. on that day in the company 
dispensary. Sri K. R. Thomas, the watcher would say that he had seen 
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Raghavan with Xaviour at about 7.30 p.m. on that day. The statements 
of these two witnesses was utilised by the enquiry officer to find that 
Raghavan was near the place of incident just before the time of the 
incident. If the management had no opportunity to know the defence 
of the ex worker they would not have examined these two witnesses as 
the deposition of these two witnesses was intended to cut at the very 
root of the defence of the ex worker that he had left Ernakulanı by 4.30 
train to Chalakudi. Mr. Thomas would argue that a reading of the 
depositions of these two witnesses would convince anybody that they 
are enimical towards the ex worker even previously and that they are 
against the Union in which Mr. Raghavan was the Vice-President and 
even then the enquiry officer relied on their deposition to find Raghavan 
was present in the factory after 6.30 p.m. on that day . Leaving away 
that aspect of the matter emphasised by Mr. Thomas for the present 
I am concerned with the question whether the enquiry officer was justi 
fled in relying on the depositions of these two witnesses to find that 
Raghavan was not away from the station on that day. Paragraph 19 
of the report shows how the enquiry officer was struggling against this 
in that he was not justified in relying the evidence of Messrs. Vasu and 
K. R. Thomas. A reading of paragraph 19 would convince me that there 
is a conflict of feelings in the mind of the enquiry officer, that he was 
not justified in adverting to the deposition of these two witnesses in thet 
he had refused to give opportunity to the ex worker to prove his case . 
His loyalty to the company succeeded his sense of responsibility as an 
impartial enquiry officer when he finds that he was justified in refusing 
opportunity to examine M. P. Menon because according to Mr. Raghavan 
even in spite of the information given by Mr. M. P. Menon to the police 
that Mr. M. P. Menon sent Raghavan to Chalakudi on that day, the 
police arrested Raghavan and took up the case . To say it plainly 
Mr. Joshi took refuge in the police action in implicating Raghavan also 
as an accussed justifying his refusal to examine Raghavan s witnesses. 
I rely on the version of Mr. Joshi mentioned in para 19 of his report. 
"Mr. Raghavan has admitted that the police are proceeding with this 
assault case and he has been called by the Magistrate Court on the 17th 
of January , 1956. He has also stated in his statement during enquiry 
that Mr. M. P. Menon told the Circle Inspector of Police that he had 
sent Mr. Raghavan to Chalakudy on the day of the assault. In spite of 
this the police have proceeded with the case." So the action of the 
police in arresting Raghavan even in spite of the information given by 
Mr. M. P. Menon gives some relief to Mr. Joshi when his loyalty towards 
Management kept under control his sense of responsibility as an enquiry 
officer . So in relying on the depositions of P. S. Vasu and K. R. Thomas to 
find that the ex worker was present in the vicinity of the factory premises 
just before the time of alleged incident without giving the ex worker 
opportunity to examine his witnesses according to his defence Mr. Joshi 
has committed a basic error in coming to the conclusion that the ex 
worker has committed the offence as alleged by the management. In 
this connection I have to advert to one aspect argued by Mr. Thomas 
that the management was very particular that the ex worker should be 
dismissed at any cost. Mr. Thomas would argue that the management 
wanted to get rid of the man because of his trade union activities about 
which I will deal afterwards. One fact is evident from the evidence. 
There were factions and inter -union conflicts as there were two rival 
unions and assault and altercation of words became rampant outside 
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the factory from April, 1955. Probably the management was anxious 
to have peace by taking drastic action against workers who indulged 
in such activities on complaints and in that view the management was 
a bit particular that allegations against Raghavan should be dealt with 
severely and hence their interest in proving the allegations. 

10. Another important aspect emphasised by Mr. Thomas is that 
the offence proved in the enquiry is not the offence for which he was 
punished . It is clear from the charge -sheet Ext. XVII dated 14-12-1956 
that the ex worker had committed a misconduct falling under clause 
22 ( 8 ) of the Certified Standing Orders of the Company and he was 
punished for the commission of the offence. From the letter dated 
6-2-1955 from the company and also from the letter dated 27-2-1957 it 
is clear that he was dismissed for the offence committed as stated in the 
charge- sheet. Section 22 ( 8 ) of the Standing Orders reads as follows: 
"Without prejudice to the general meaning of the term Misconduct it 
shall be deemed to mean and include the following : 

( 8 ) Drunkenness, fighting, riotous or disorderly or indecent behaviour 
within or without the factory" 
and Standing Order 24 prescribes the procedure to adopt in case the 
misconduct is committed. I have to see whether the above misconduct 
is proved in the domestic enquiry . The paragraph 22 of the enquiry 
report states as follows: " From the evidence discussed above I find 
that Mr. Raghavan and Mr. Mathew did assault Mr. Augustine on 
12-11-1955 and I find that the charges alleged against them are proved." 
I did not forget the fact that in paragraph 21 the enquiry officer states 
that it was proved that Mr. Raghavan and Mathew assaulted 
Mr. Augustine " in connection with the matter related to the employment 
of the workmen ." Such action by Mr. Raghavan and Mathew will 
amount to an action subversive to discipline for which the company 
would be entitled to take action against them . So my attempt is to 
see whether the offence proved against the workmen namely assault on 
Mr. Augustine was an act subversive to discipline and secondly whether 
this comes under the provisions of the Standnig Order 22 ( 8 ) . I have 
carefully read the acts of misconduct mentioned in section 22 and also 
the misconduct mentioned in sections 19 (b ) , 21, 33 , 34 (b ), 36 , 37 , 38 
and 39. It is surprising to see that acts of misconduct mentioned in 
section 22 did not say that such acts should be subversive of discipline. 
It is also peculiar to see that misconduct mentioned in sub -clause ( 8 ) 
alone takes within its purview that the acts mentioned therein when 
committed within or without factory become misconduct. The other 
acts of misconduct stated in the other sub - sections should be committed 
within the factory and not without the factory . Probably because those 
acts of misconduct can only be committed within the factory . The dif 
ferent acts mentioned in 22 (8 ) should be presumed to be subversive of 
discipline in the factory and then only the contention that such acts are 
subversive to discipline can be accepted. Because it is not stated in the 
Standing Orders expressly that such acts are subversive of discipline . 
In the absence of special and specific provisions it is presumed by the 
management as well as by the enquiry officer that acts mentioned in 
22(8 ) are clearly subversive of discipline or by implications they are so . 
This is not a proposition which can be presumed unless it is proved that 
the acts mentioned in 8 are committed and they are subversive of dis 
cipline. To " subvert " means to " overthrow " or to " overturn " and 
" subversive" means " tending to overthrow " . So the act will become 
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subversive of discipline if that particular act will tend to overthrow the 
maintenance of discipline in the factory amongst the workers. With 
this meaning in mind it has to be seen whether drunkenness, or fighting 
or riotous or disorderly or indecent behaviour etc. outside the factory 
will tend to subvert the maintenance of discipline within the factory. 
It is not laid down in the standing orders that such actions outside the 
factory will tend to subvert or overthrow the maintenance of discipline 
in the factory. So long as not it is not a term or condition of service 
in the standing orders it has to be found out from the facts of the case . 
Suppose a worker in a drunken mood walks along the road outside work 
ing hours and outside the factory the question is whether he would be 
committing an offence under 22 (8 ) subversive of discipline. If it is 
clearly stated in the standing order that such an act would be subversive 
of discipline I will not question it here eventhough it may be a different 
question which cannot be canvassed for the purpose of this case . My 
point is so long as it is not specifically stated that acts of misconduct 
contemplated in section 22 ( 8 ) are not subversive of discipline it cannot 
be presumed that the commission of such offences will be subversive of 
discipline. Mr. Joshi would point out in paragraph 21 of his report that 
the assault on Mr. Augustine was in connection with the matter relating 
to the employment of the workmen . It is not clear to me and it was 
not made clear to me either during the argument or in the statement 
of the management how the assault was in connection with a matter 
related to the employment of the workmen . Probably it may be that 
the allegation was that Augustin was assaulted as he was a supporter 
of the incentive scheme introduced by the Management against the oppo 
sition of the union in which Raghavan was the Vice -President. That is 
to say the complaint has stated in Ext. I complaint 

that

These words mentioned in the complaint might have been in the mind of 
the enquiry officer when he has stated that the assault was in connection 
with the matter related to the employment of the workmen . But it is 
surprising to see from the copy of the deposition of C. A. Augustin 
which is marked as Ext. IX before the enquiry officer that he did not 
mention anything about these things namely that Raghavan and Mathew 
assaulted him by saying words mentioned in his complaint. It is not 
the function of the enquiry officer to rely on certain words on certain 
allegation on the complaint, but it is his duty to see how far the allega 
tion in the complaint were supported by evidence adduced before him . 
C. A. Augustine does not say anything in his statement before the 
enquiry officer and no mention is made about the words uttered by the 
ex worker and Mr. Mathew . Thus to conclude that the assault was in 
connection with the conditions of employment of workmen cannot be 
supported by evidence....* 

11. Then coming back to the question whether the proved misconduct 
according to management comes under the purview of standing orders 
22 ( 8 ) Mr. Joshi while he was examined as EW - 1 unequivocally says to 
a question " can way-laid and beating come under section 22( 8 ) of the 
standing orders? Beating comes under clause 22 ( 8) of the standing 
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orders . Assault will amount to riotous behaviour." It was also men 
tioned by the Advocate on behalf of the management by a reference to 
Mr. Joshi s deposition before the Industrial Tribunal No. II, Ernakulam 
that the proved misconduct might not be called either drunkenness or 
fighting but it was a riotous behaviour disorderly and indecent. So 
ruling out the possibility that the proved misconduct would come under 
drunkenness or fighting, the only question to be considered is whether 
the proved misconduct is riotous or disorderly or indecent behaviour. 
Admittedly this took place in a place one mile away from the factory 
precincts and in the dead of night. The enquiry report will show that 
it was an act of way -laying and assaulting . The learned Magistrate 
in his Judgment a copy of Wihch is Ext. A would say that the alleged 
offence as charge-sheeted by the police come under section 34 which is 
wrongful restrain and sections 341 and 323 of the Indian Penal Code 
committing assault and hurt. So according to the police the complaint 
was wrongful restrain and he was assaulted and hurt was caused . But 
according to the deposition of the complainant he gave before the enquiry 
officer it was not only an assault and restrain but it was still more seri 
ous offence in that the ex worker along with others attempted to murder 
him . Augustin says " 909 so agom Horoond wolce e mow @no 
in Ext. II. To come under the purview of 22 (8 ) there must be riotous 
or disorderly or indecent behaviour and these actions should be dominat 
ed in the alleged misconduct and admittedly assault is not included . 
Mr. Shenoi would support the contention of the enquiry officer that every 
assault is preceded by riotous or disorderly or indecent behaviour. While 
it is true that in the commission of assault causing hurt there must be 
some disorder and rude behaviour, it would be noted that the dominat 
ing ingredient constituting the misconduct is either disorder or indecent 
behaviour. No doubt there is no provision in the standing orders to 
classify an act amounting to assault or causing hurt outside the factory 
because no standing order will contemplate such a necessity . The 
assault or similar offences under the Penal Code committed by work 
men outside the factory will be the subject matter of the common law 
and will be governed by the Indian Penal Code and offenders will be 
dealt with as if any other man is dealt with and it is the intention of 
the standing orders not to embarrass the management to take cognizance 
of such act, and the competent authority are the police and not the 
management of any concern . That might be the reason why the proved 
misconduct is not the subject matter of the acts of misconduct contem 
plated in the standing orders . Suppose a worker is punished by a com 
petent Criminal Court for committing assault or hurt or attempting to 
commit murder or similar serious offences and if he was punished by a 
competent court the management would be justified in taking action 
against such offender under standing orders 22 sub - clause 27. Hence 
in my view even according to the management the proved misconduct 
being assault on Augustin by the two workers it will not ordinarily come 
under purview of 22(8 ) and the attempt to bring it under the particular 
standing orders will be an act of mala fides. Thus I have to accept the 
argument of Mr. Thomas that the misconduct according to the manage 
ment does not come under the purview of 22( 8 ) and the attempt to 
hring under it is an act of mala fides on the part of the management 
and the officer. 
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12. To substantiate the contention that the enquiry proceedings was 
actuated with mala fides Mr. Thomas would argue that the enquiry officer 
did not take into consideration the pendency of the criminal case against 
3 accuseds including Raghavan and Mathew initiated on the complaint 
preferred by C. A. Augustin . That is to say the police had taken up a 
case under sections 34 , 341 and 323 of the Indian Penal Code for wrong 
ful restraining and assaulting by causing injuries to Mr. Augustin and 
this would have been sufficient reason for a bona fide enquiry officer to 
stop the domestic proceeding for the time being because it is not a 
misconduct understanding orders. This is strongly refuted by Mr. 
Shenol on the contention that the enquiry officer need not wait for the 
termination of the criminal proceedings and the approach to be made 
by the enquiry officer and the criminal court are different in that the 
enquiry officer would be confronted with the question of the commission 
of the misconduct in relation to the maintenance of discipline in the 
concern whereas the criminal court would be at the question whether 
the accuseds had committed the guilt beyond the shadow of doubt. 
Mr. Shenoi would rely in support of his proposition the finding of the 
Industrial Tribunal before whom the application under section 33 was 
pending and also the decision of the High Court in O. P. No. 104 of 1957. 
The proposition canvassed by Mr. Shenoi is a sound one, but my only 
difficulty is that the proposition is not applicable to the facts of this case. 
This is a case in which the police have taken up a case and charge-sheeted 
before the Sub Magistrate Court, Kanayannoor , Ernakulam for an offence 
under sections 341, 323 for assaulting and wrongfully restraining Mr. 
Augustin against Raghavan and two other workers and this is not a 
misconduct under clause 22 (8 ). According to Mr. Augustin the offence 
was, a very serious one because they have attempted to murder him . 
The offences charge- sheeted against the 3 accuseds were of a serious 
nature. The enquiry officer who knew about the pendency of the criminal 
case could have noticed from Ext. I complaint as well as from Ext. 11 
statement of Augustin that the allegations if proved true before the cri 
minal court would have been more serious because it is alleged that the 
3 accuseds attempted to murder him . If the complainant was able to 
substantive his allegations that the accuseds attempted to murder him 
the accuseds would have been charge -sheeted under section 307 of the 
Penal Code which is a very serious offence . The possibility of such a 
development was in existence at the time when the enquiry was started . 
It was also in the knowledge of the enquiry officer that the complainant 
was taken to the General Hospital, Ernakulam and he was there as an 
inpatient for 4 days and a medical certificate was issued to him at the 
time when he was released from the hospital. So it was a case of caus 
ing hurt and wrongfully restraining the complainant and not a simple case 
of assault. It was not committed within the factory during working hours . 
The enquiry officer could also know that the management of any concern 
would not ordinarily take up the responsibility of enquiring into alleged 
offence of workers outside the factory after working hours. It was also 
a fact in the knowledge of the enquiry officer that the relationship of 
workmen inter se was not very happy due to the fact that there were 
two rival unions fighting with each other and if the management was to 
embark upon enquiries on the complaints of the workmen it would be 
very much embarrassing to them as disclosed in a letter written by the 
manager of the Tata oll Mills to the Circle Inspector of Police, Erna 
kulam on 6th April, 1955 which marked as Ext. L. The letter clearly 
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and perhaps rightly calls upon the police authorities to raintain law 
and order as the management had no control whatsoever to prevent 
assaults taking place outside the factory premises during the period when 
the letter was written . This letter was addressed to the Police on account 
of a complaint by a worker received by the management against another 
worker regarding allegations of assault etc. The management says in 
the letter. " It would appear that this incidence is occurred arising out 
of the recent strike. It seems Sri Gomas was an active member against 
the strikers whose allegience to the political parties that controls the 
union . We are investigating the complaint against Sri Gomas." Ext . L 
letter throws sufficient light on the state of affairs prevailing amongst 
the workers inter se due to the activities of two rival unions. It cannot 
be said that this factor was not brought to the notice of the enquiry 
officer as he himself has admitted that he had access to all records in 
the company. In view of this peculiar circumstances prevailing amongst 
the workers and in the fact of inter se warfare going on between the two 
unions affiliated to two political parties the complaint that Sri Augustin 
was assaulted , waylaid , wrongfully restrained and hurt was caused by 
three other workers belonging to another rival union should have been 
a sufficient and reasonable cause for the enquiry officer who is it fuffi 
ciently qualified Law Officer of the Company to come to the conclusion 
that it was better to wait the decision of the criminal court on the same 
question. No doubt he could have ignored the pendency of the criminal 
case and would have been proceeded as he has done in the domestic 
enquiry . In doing so he will not be credited with the quality that he 
was actuated with bona fides which I am very particular that he should 
have. Mr. Shenoi would put a question that if the management had to 
wait for the decision of the criminal court and if the criminal court 
acquitted the accuseds reinstatement of these workmen would be 1 
detrimental to the maintenance of discipline in the company. Regarding 
the maintenance of discipline in case dismissed workers would be rein 
stated, I have no hesitation to say that dismissed workers when rein 
stated were found to be more loyal than they were. Regarding the 
important point raised by Mr. Shenoi that the domestic enquiry need not 
wait the termination of the criminal proceedings it has to be stated that 
in the peculiar facts of this case the enquiry officer ought to have waited 
for the decision of the criminal court on the charge of a serious offence 
like the present one. In support of his contention that the approaches 
by the criminal court and by the domestic enquiry is very different in 
essential points he relies on some decisions and there is no necessity to 
go into those cases because I have to accept his argument that the pur 
pose and the approach are different and the Tribunals also need not neces 
sarily accept the versions of the criminal courts as guiding principles. 
But the facts of this case are different that I feel that the enquiry officer 
as soon as he came to know all the facts and circumstances he could 
have advised the management to wait for the decision of the criminal 
court. I am fortified in taking this view on the decision of Justice Rama 
chandra Iyer of Madras High Court reported in 1960 II M.L.J. 38. In 
dealing with a writ petition No. 487 of 1958 his Lordship has held 
" Where an employer takes disciplinary action against an employee on 
the ground of his being guilty of a criminal offence e.g., assault, it is the 
duty of the employer to accept and treat as conclusive the findings and 
orders of a criminal court trying that offence. It may be thąt .when a 
prosecution for the alleged commission of the offence is only pending 
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before a criminal court, the employer is not bound to wait for the deci 
sion of the court before taking action against the employee. Though in 
cases of a grave nature it would be advisable for an employer to awalt 
the decision of at least the trial court, in cases of a simple nature the 
employer can proceed with his own domestic enquiry and come to his 
own decision as regards the disciplinary action to be taken even though 
a criminal case was pending before the court. But where once the court 
has acquitted the person concerned of the offence charged it is the duty 
of the management to accept the same and failure to do so would clearly 
show that the employer did not act bona fide in the matter and an 
Industrial Tribunal will be justified in interfering with the decision of 
the employer terminating the services of the employee on the ground of 
disciplinary action." Thus according to this decision the enquiry officer 
could have postponed the enquiry as the criminal court was concerned 
with the question of a serious offence under the Penal Code . After 
having failed to do so the management could have reinstated the worker 
when he was acquitted by the criminal court. Hence I am justified in 
holding that neither the enquiry officer nor the management was actuated 
with bona fides in proceeding against and punishing the ex-worker . 

13. Mr. Thomas would also vehemently urge that the management 
was actuated with a motive of victimisation against the ex -worker and 
with that purpose a false case had been foisted against him . He went 
to the extent of arguing that management was responsible in fabricating 
the case against the ex -worker . I don t accept his argument that manage 
ment has foisted a false case against him . It was on the complaint of 
this C. A. Augustine that an enquiry was started and probably the 
management in order to produce evidence before the enquiry officer might 
have done something to make available the witnesses to be present before 
the enquiry officer. I don t for a movement believe that the management 
foisted a case against the ex -worker. Regarding the allegation of victimi 
sation there is no sufficient evidence in the case that the management or 
its Manager Mr. John was motivated with victimisation or vnfair labour 
practice. There is abundant evidence in this case that during the rele 
vant period there were two groups of workmen who are antagonistic 
each other on a matter about which I will deal below . 

14. The management knowingly or unknowingly believed the complaint 
filed by Mr. Augustine and proceeded with it. The fact that the ex 
worker was the Vice -President of the Union might not have persuaded 
the management in dealing with him . But it is probably that the manage 
ment which was very much fed up with inter -union rivalry might have 
utilised the complaint of Augustine in dealing with Raghavan in a way 
not justifiable on the application of usual test. Nevertheless the enquiry 
was bad as it had violated the principles of natural justice, the enquiry 
officer has committed a basic error and there was no bona fides on his 
part and hence according to the decision cited above it is a fit case in 
which I should interfere. 

15. The management has got a right to prove the misconduct alleged 
before me and for that purpose they have examined the witnesses also. 
I have held above that even if the management proved the assauit and 
causing injury on Mr. Augustine that will not be attracted by standing 
orders. Even for that purpose I doubt whether there is sufficient evidence 
to view impartially. The only 3 witnesses cited to prove the alleged act 
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are M. M. Augustin , K. T. Joseph and P. Elizibius. As found by the 
learned Sub -Mag istrate it is unsafe to rely on the interested testimony of 
these witnesses because they are proved to be enimical against Raghavan 
and the union in which he was Vice-President. In this connection it 
has to be stated that there was a strike in the company in February, 
March 1955 lasting for about 52 days launched by the Tata Oil Mills 
Workers Union of which Mr. Raghavan was the Vice -President. After 
strike another union of workmen came into existence by name Tata Oil 
Mill Employees Union . C. A. Augustin the complainant was an active 
member in the latter union and Mr. Raghavan was the active member 
of the Tata Oil Mill Workers Union . At that time the management 
proposed to introduced what is called the " incentive bonus scheme" in 
preference to another scheme by name Production Bonus Scheme which 
was prevalent in the Company. Finding that the scheme which was pre 
valent was not sufficient to get maximum production the management 
proposed to introduce Incentive Bonus Scheme which was resisted by 
the union in which Mr. Raghavan was the Vice- President. Ext. Mis 
the copy of the minutes of meeting convened by the management and 
addressed by Sri N. H. Tata. Without going elaborately into the ques 
tion it can be safely said that the management was very particular 
to introduce this scheme in the 

interests of the company and 
the union was also very particular to resist it on the ground 
that the existing one was more advantageous to them . The 
union by name "Tata Employees Union identified themselves with the 
management in preferring the Incentive Bonus Scheme and the Tata 
Oil Mills Workers Union in its general body meeting held on 11-11-1955 
passed a resolution against the promulgation of the new scheme. The 
incident took place within 24 hours. Thus it can be easily seen that 
the inter -union rivalry was foremost and somehow Mr. Augustin was 
found a bit injured on the rails at Pachalam , a mile away from the 
factory at about 10.30 p.m. on 12th . He was taken to the Company dis 
pensary and first -aid was given . The doctor finding that his case was 
a bit serious took him to the General Hospital, Ernakulam and it is 
in evidence from the Doctor s deposition that there was smell of alcohol 
in Mr. Augustin when he first saw him . He was kept under observa 
tions for four days and was discharged. The police charge sheeted 3 
workmen as accuseds but management levelled charges against two 
and permission was refused by the Industrial Tribunal against one and 
ultimately Raghavan alone was dismissed . Even in the first statement 
given by Mr. Raghavan on 16-11-1955 he has stated his case that 
was not in Ernakulam after 4.30 p.m., on the date of incident. His 
case is that Mr. M. P. Menon then Member of the Assembly ror Erni 
kulam has sent him entrusting with a letter to be delivered over to a 
person at Chalakudy. He went with the letter going in the train which 
starts from Ernakulam at 4.30 p.m., reached the house of Chalakudy wit 
ness, stayed there for the night and returned next day. In support of his 
case he has examined M. P. Menon as ww1 and Chalakudy witness 
as ww11 and Mr. K. K. Thomas who is a Law Graduate as ww3. 
Mr. M. P. Menon would swear that he has asked Raghavan to go to 
Chalakudy with a letter to be handed over to Mundan Wani Chakkappan 
Kunjippalu . The Chalakudy witness as WW11 swears that he received 
from Raghavan the letter sent by Mr. M. P. Menon at about 6 O clock 
on 12th and that Raghavan remained in his house during the night and 
returned to Ernakulam next day morning . Sri K. K. Thomas a Graduate 
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in Law swears that he met Raghavan at the Chalakudy Railway Station 
on a day in November, 1955. He has also stated that Raghavan told 
him at Chalakudy that he went to see a person at Chalakudy with a 
letter from Mr. M. P. Menon . They started together by train for Erna 
kulam in the same compartment and they met WW4 by name Khader 
Vaidyan. These 3 persons who were in the same compartment and 
they were conversing with each other as stated by them . No circum 
stances have been brought forth in the cross -examination of these wit 
nesses to question the veracity of their statement and from the evidence 
it seems to me that Raghavan might have taken the letter from Mr. 
M. P. Menon and delivered it to the Chalakudy witness. In this con 
nection Mr. Shenoi would point out that the same evidence was adduced 
by ex -worker before the Sub-Magistrate and the learned Magistrate has 
found the defence of alibi as untrue. But from reading of the judg 
ment Ext. A , I don t think that the learned Magistrate has completely 
rejected the defence theory . It is stated in the judgment: " DW3 is 
an ex -M.L.A ., Mr. M. P. Menon who swears that he sent A1 to Chalakudy 
on 12-11-1955 about 4 p.m., with a letter EPi to meet DW4 on an 
important matter . DW4 corroborates DW3 and states that A1 reached 
Chalakudy by 6.30 p.m .; and remained there at night. Of course it 
is true that M. P. Menon is a K.S.P. Leader and is at present the Presi 
dent of the Tata Oil Mills Workers Union of which the accussed A1 
is the Vice- President. Therefore it could be stated that M. P. Menon 
might be interested in the first accused and that Di is fabricated docu 
ments. However DW4 is a person who hails from Chalakudy and he 
has got no interest whatsoever in A1. All these contentions raised 
by the prosecution side will not have much weight so long as the 
case stands disproved " . This does not mean that the Magistrate dishe 
lieved it. At the time of handing over the letter to Mr. Raghavan it is 
in evidence that M. P. Menon was neither the Secretary nor the l’re 
sident of the Union and he was the M.L.A. He has deposed before 
me as wwi that he has entrusted Ext. B letter to Raghavan on 
12-11-1955 at about 4 p.m., and Raghavan has gone, met Mr. Menon 
next day morning and told him that he has delivered the letter ; so 
it cannot be presumed that the story of the letter is a fabricated one 
because Mr. M. P. Menon is an Advocate practising in the High Court 
and I have absolutely no reason to disbelieve him in this respect. Hence 
I feel that Raghavan was not liable for the assault and hurt caused 
on Mr. Augustine on that day and implication of Mr. Raghavan was 
due to the inter -union rivalry of the workmen and that the manage 
ment could not prove their contentions before me also . 

16. Hence I hold that the dismissal of Sri K. K. Raghavan is unjusti 
fied and he has to be reinstated . The normal rule is that the reinstated 
workinen should be given back wages in case of reinstatement. But in 
this case there are two circumstances which co not permit me to order 
full back wages. The ex-worker was out of employment from 14-11-1955 
and the matter was pending till now not entirely due to the fault of 
the management. Hence the delay should not become a full liability to 
the employer. Secondly the decision of the management to disiniss 
the worker was followed by the grant of permission from a competent 
authority . Nevertheless the permission renders the action of the manage 
ment less justifiable. Hence on these two grounds I don t propose to 
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allow full back wages even though the normal consequences of reinstate 
ment is payment of full wages. Under these circumstances the manage 
ment will pay half the back wages from the date of suspension until 
the date of publication of this award in the Gazette. After that date 
the ex -worker will be entitled to claim full wages till he is actually 
reinstated. The arrears should be paid within 2 months from the date 
of publication according to Section 17 of Industrial Disputes Act . 

17. Issue No. 2.- Suspension of workmen mentioned in Annexure 
attached for days mentioned against their names : 

The demand of the union is that both the workers and the staff 
launched a general strike in October , 1958 due to a call from some 
political parties to record their protest against the action of the Com 
munist Government in firing the workmen in Chandanathoppe. In res 
ponse to the common call the workers as well as the staff struck work . 
The union would contend that against the provisions of the Standing 
Orders and the Bye-laws of the union the strike was launched without 
giving sufficient notice. Ext. XV and XXV would show that the union 
should give 15 days notice before strike. Further it is in evidence that 
an industrial dispute was pending adjudication at that time. Thus the 
strike was illegal as far as workers are concerned and unjustifiable as 
far as staff members are concerned . On the other hand the staff Asso 
ciation as well as the union would demand that it was in reply to a 
call of political parties they launched the strike and there was no suffi 
cient time to give notice also. It is further contended that the manage 
ment decided not to pay the wages for the day and after a long period 
some of them were suspended for four days. This suspension is opposed 
on the ground that it was an after-thought and also it was a second 
penalty . On going through the contentions and the arguments of the 
Advocates I have no hesitation to say that launch a strike of this 
nature in response to the call of political parties to protest against the 
Government is not a healthy sign even though I am conscious of the 
political awakening and consciousness of the working class in the State. 
The working class shed their blood and sweat in common with the public. 
But after independence for India launching of strike on such grounds 
has to be stated to be unpatriotic one because such strikes would retard 
industrial production. It is in evidence that there are certain sections 
in the Tata Oil Mills that were in continuous process and the strike has 
caused ruch loss. Strikes and lock - outs have to be avoided at any cost 
at least during the period when we are facing with the industrialisation 
of the State. So the ground alleged in support of the strike does not 
seem to be reasonable for me. The pendency of the industrial dispute 
also renders the strike illegal as far as workers were concerned . There 
was no double penalty and there was no afterthought on the part of the 
management because they have considered all aspects of the matter 
and decided to punish the workmen by suspension for four days. I 
justify the action of the management and decide the issue against the 
union . 


18. I pass the Award in terms specified above. This will come into 
effect from the date of publication in the Gazette.

AWARD 
The above mentioned parties agreed to refer the following issues 
to me under section 10A ( 3) and accordingly the Government intimates 
to me by its order No. 32031|L4 |59|L & LAD dated 3rd June, 1959 and I 
have registered the dispute as A I of 1959. The parties filled their 
statements. On behalf of Sri T. V. Andrews, Proprietor, Andrews 
Furniture Works, Trichur who will be mentioned as management here 
inafter one witness was examined and Exts . I - XV filed . On behalf of 
Sri K. Karunakaran , President, Marappant Thozhilali Union , Trichye who 
will be mentioned as union hereinafter, three witnesses were examined and 
Exts. A - M filed . The issues agreed to be decided are : 

" I. Whether the strike is justifiable or not ? The reliefs if any 

in either case. 
II. Revision of wages from 1st April 1959. 
III. Bonus for 1957-58 , 1958-59 . 
G. 3433 
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IV . Introduction of Provident Fund. 
V. Whether the workmen employed in the show -room are entitled 

to the benefits enjoyed by the workmen in the worksliop." 
2. The management concern is dealing in manufacture of furniture 
using mechinery having its branches in Ernakulamı with a workshop , 
Training Centre and Sales Depot and unlike similar concerns situated 
at Trichur it is in evident that this concern is a rationalized one with 
modern equipments and machinery . 

3. The union by its letter dated 21-2-1959 wanted some demands to 
be accepted by the management which is marked as Ext. A. To this 
the management replied by its letter dated 24-3-1959 that they were 
not in a position to accede to the demand of the union and reply was 
marked as Ext. C. On 26-2-1959 the Assistant Labour Officer wrote 
to the parties whether by direct negotiation any agreement was arrived 
at. In the meanwhile there was an attempt for direct negotiation and 
both the Proprietor and the President of the union met and discussed 
about the matters in dispute . There was some dispute regarding the 
date on which they met and discussed . According to the management 
they met on 29-3-1959 but according to the union it was on 22-3-1959, 
but this is not matter material for the purpose here. After their meet 
ing the management gave an increase in the wage of some 53 workers 
and notified it in the Notice Board of the concern and the increase to 
take effect from 1-4-1959. According to the management this was done 
after consultation with the President of the union who has strongly 
denied this allegation while he was examined as a witness . Anyhow 
the workers refused to accept the increased wages at first but accepted 
with protest and the union also sent its protest by letter dated 1-4-1959, 
which is Ext. E. The union again sent a memorandum of demands with 
additional items of demand on 18-4-1959 which is marked as Ext. F and 
in this letter the union had informed the management that if the demands, 
were not accepted , they would begin direct action including strike from 
5-5-1959. This was informed to the Labour Department also by the 
union and the District Labour Officer by his letter dated 22-4-1959 marked 
as Ext. G informed the parties that conciliation machinery would be 
moving in the matter shortly but in the meantime the Officer wanted 
to know the result of direct negotiation . On the same date the Assist 
ant Labour Officer also wrote to the parties in the same manner follow 
ing the lead given by his Superior Officer, the District Labour Officer. 
To this the union wrote on 28-4-1959 that the management was not 
prepared to direct negotiation and requested the Department to negoti 
ate for a settlement. Then the Assistant Labour Officer informed the 
parties by his letter dated 2-5-1959 that a conference would be con 
vened on 11-5-1959 and they were asked to be present. The letter is 
marked as Ext. J. On 11-5-1959 a conference was held by the Assistant 
Labour Officer , but the management sent a letter requesting the Assistant 
Labour Officer to adjourn the conference and to have it on another 
date as Mr. T. V. Andrews was not well to attend the conference. On 
11-5-1959, the union issued a notice of strike to begin from next day 
12-5-1959 and this letter is marked as Ext. K. The strike was started 
on 12-5-1959 and continued for 15 days and on 26-5-1959 a memorandum 
of agreement was signed by the representatives of the parties by 
which the representatives of the parties agreed for this arbitration and the 
matter was referred for arbitration . 
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Issue No. 1.- Whether the strike is justifiable or not ? The reliefs 
if any in either case : 

In dealing with this issue I am surprised to note that the conciliation 
mechinery did not move as expeditiously as expected in this dispute. 
The union sent their memorandum of demands on 21-2-1959 and again 
on 18-4-1959 signed by workmen also and the conciliation Officer was 
also seized of the dispute and was well aware of the strained relation 
between the parties . From the records in this case I see a letter dated 
22-4-1959 from the District Labour Officer who is also the Conciliation 
Officer for the area enquiring about the result of the direct negotiation, 
Even after the strike notice on 18-4-1959, the Conciliation Officer did 
not think it expedient to attempt at conciliation ; but the Assistant 
Labour Officer who is not the Conciliation Officer convened a conference 
on 11-5-1959. If a conciliation conference was already convened and 
if the proceedings were pending , I am sure the union under the leader 
ship of competent persons would not have launched direct action before 
the termination of the conciliation under section 12 of Industrial Dis 
putes Act. The Act has provided certain mechineries which if effectively 
put into motion would avoid strikes and lock - outs. Whatever the dis 
putes may be , it should be the endeavour of the Conciliation Officer to 
see that industrial peace is maintained by preventing launching of strikes 
as far as possible by exercising their duties and functions contemplated 
under the Act . Section 12 defines the duties of Conciliation Officers . 
Section 12 ( 2 ) says : " The conciliation officer shall, for the purpose of 
bringing about a settlement of the dispute, without delay investigate the 
dispute and all matters affecting the merits and the right settlement 
thereof and may do all such things as he thinks fit for the purpose of 
inducing the parties to come to a fair and amicable settlement of the 
dispute ." It does not matter whether he succeeds in the settlenient or 
not, but it matters that the machinery should be zealous in maintaining 
industrial peace. It seems to me that there is an impression in the 
minds of some Conciliation Officers that they will be justified in inter 
fering in industrial dispute only after Officers below them interfere and 
report their failure. It is a wrong notion and Industrial Disputes Act 
does not recognise any other Officer, but only Conciliation Officers and 
other Officers below them are expected to help him in the discharge 
of his duties as provided in the Act. A Conciliation Officer should be 
a watch - dog for the maintenance of industrial peace and notion of 
prestige and official exclusiveness would be foreign to such an Officer 
who is doing service to the State. It has been the good fortune of the 
State that the Labour Department is manned by some of efficient and 
selfless Conciliation Officers who used to face any situation and successfully 
bring out industrial peace. As seen from the documents produced in 
this case it seems to me that the Conciliation mechinery in this case 
did not move sufficiently swiftly in the dispute. 

5. In deciding this issue it is contended by the management that this 
strike was illegal on two grounds. Firstly it was during the pendency 
of the conciliation proceedings, that is to say on 11-5-1959 a conference 
was held and it was adjourned due to the absence of Mfr. Andrews. 
Hence the starting of the strike on 11-5-1959 was contended to be during 
the pendency of the conciliation proceedings. But it was not so because 
the Assistant Labour Officer who is not the Conciliation Onicer las 
convened a conference and hence it is not during the pendency of the 
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conciliation proceedings . Secondly Mr. Sivaraman Nair would argue that 
the strike was launched when the Award of the Industrial Tribunal, Erna 
kulam in Industrial Dispute No. 53 of 1956 was in operation . Mr. 
Nair on behalf of the management would contend that the union did 
not terminate the Award by notice in writing and hence the strike was 
during the operation of the Award and he would rely on the decision 
of the Rajastan High Court reported in A.I.R. 1958 Rajastan 34. This 
is opposed by the Opposite Party on the ground that the decision will 
bind in the case of an adjudication under section 10 ( 1 ) and not in the 
case of arbitration under section 10 ( A ) ( 1 ). Mr. Vasu Panicker is justi 
fied in arguing that the parties are bound by the agreement dated 
26-5-1959 by which they had agreed to the arbitration on the matters 
mentioned in the agreement and they cannot go beyond that. But Mr. 
Nair would say that decision of this issue would include the question 
whether the award of the Industrial Tribunal, Ernakulam was in opera 
tion or not . I don t think that the decision of the issue would involve 
this question and if that matter was agitated by the management that 
would have been one of the issues in the agreement. Further this con 
tention was not raised by the management either in the statement filed 
by them or in the memorandum of settlement dated 26-5-1959. It is 
only an afterthought and even that cannot be accepted in view of 
the agreement for arbitration . Mr. Sivaraman Nair would also bring 
to my notice this aspect when he was arguing the other issues also . 
But I hold that the management cannot rely on this question in view 
of the agreement for arbitration . On behalf of the union Mr. Vasu 
Panicker would say that the union was driven to the necessity of launch 
ing a strike from 11th on account of the fact that the management 
did not present itself for the conference wilfully and the management was 
also practising unfair labour practice in that the management had given 
some increment to a few of the workers during the period of negotiation 
without consulting the union thereby making workers feel that the Presi 
dent of the union was agreeable for the course and if he has suceeded in that 
that would disrupt the unity of workmen . Regarding the 1st question 
that Mr. Andrews did not attend the conference deliberately and hence 
they began the strike, it has to be stated that even if he had absented 
the union ought not have begun the strike on the very same date. 
Regarding the 2nd point raised by Mr. Panicker it may that the union 
thought that it was an unfair labour practice , but nevertheless they 
ought not have begun the strike immediately . Hence I hold that the 
strike was not justifiable . In this connection it has to be pointed out 
however such strike has to be avoided, against a flagrant resort to in 
fair labour practice, a strike may become inevitable some times but this 
is not such a contigency . 
6. Issue No. 2.- Revision of wages from 1st April 1959 :-- 

The management would resist increment of wages on the ground 
that there was an increase in 1957 and there was no substantial change 
necessitating another increment at present. But it has to be noted 
that the management affected an increment in the case of a few workers 
from 1-4-1959. This shows that the management itself felt the necessity 
for an increase in the wages. Hence I am inclined to revise the wages 
of the workmen . Ext. IV is a statement filed by the management show 
ing the names of workmen , their daily wages prior tu 1-4-1959, the amount 
of increment and the new wages. Ext. XV is also a list of wage rates 
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paid to workers in different states. It is seen from both these docu 
ments that the management has given increase at the rate of 4 annas 
and 2 annas to the workmen and there is no justifiable ground to deny 
the same increment to other workmen even though the management 
would rely on Ext. II to substantiate the contention that the cost of 
production in their concern is higher than the similar concerns. But 
it is more or less admitted that this concern stands on a different foot 
ing as it is highly mechanised and is in a prosperous condition. 
The demand of the Union is that the minimum wages should be at 
the rate of 2 rupees per worker and they should be paid an increment 
of 25 % of their wages. I hold that the workers who were not given 
increment on 1-4-1959 and who were getting Re. one or more should be 
given an increase of 4 annas per worker per day and others at the 
rate of annas 2 per day. This increase of wages will take effect from 
1-4-1959. 
7. Issue No. 3. - Bonus for 1957-58 , 1958-59 : 

In deciding this question both sides do not rely on Bombay For 
-mulae. The management rould content that they were giving bonus 
at the rate of one anna per rupee even when there was loss for the 
years 1130, 1131 and 1132. The union would demand 25 % of the total 
earning. This is an arbitration and the parties also realizing that aspect 
do not depend on trading condition of the concern. Even though the 
management does not rely on available surplus they have produced 
statement showing trading conditions. Mr. Panicker would argue that 
the years are prosperous and the workmen should also participate in 
the prosperity . The profit for the year as shown in the produced trad 
ing accounts is Rs. 7,363.02 . The management does 

not claim any 
prior charge. Mr. Nair would argue that profit was derived not from the 
business but from other allied business; but there is no evidence . Going 
through records and hearing arguments I fix two months wages as 
bonus. It should be calculated on the basis of wages prior to 1-4-1959 
and not on increased quantum . 
8. Issue No. 4. - Introduction of provident fund : -- 

Regarding provident fund it is contended by the management that 
the claim was not introduced in the industry by the Act. Hence I 
accept the arguments of Mr. Sivaraman Nair that the management should 
not be called to introduce this scheme at this stage. 

9. Issue No. 5. - Whether the workmen employed in the show room 
are entitled to the benefits enjoyed by the workmen in the workshop : 

Regarding the workmen employed in the show rooms the union 
would demand that they should be allowed the benefits enjoyed by the 
workmen in the workshop. But the management would contend that 
they were given the previliges under the Shops and Establishments Act. 
I accept the contentions of the management and hold accordingly . 

10. This is an arbitration in which I am not expected to reason out 
elaborately on each issue and decide the matter. There was some delay 
in the decision and it was mainly due to the parties . 

11. I pass this award in terms specified above and it will come 
into effect from the date of publication in the Gazette .

AMENDMENTS

1. In Rule 8 , after the first sentence, the following 
sentence shall be inserted : 

" The loan shall not exceed the estimated cost as certified 
by an officer referred to in rule 4 , and the limit prescribed in 
Rule 7 " 

2. At the end of Rule 10 the following note shall be 
inserted : 

" Note. The drawing officer shall record 

( i) in the bill towards the disbursement of the first in 
stalment of loan that the loanee has executed the bond in 
favour of Government; 

( ii) in the Bill towards the disbursement of the second 
instalment of loan that the construction of the well to the value 
of the first instalment has been completed and that the certi 
ficate to that effect has been obtained from the Inspecting

RULES FOR THE ASSIGNMENT OF GOVERNMENT 
LANDS FOR RUBBER PLANTATION 

NOTIFICATION I 
G.O. (P ) 940 / 60/ Agri. 

25th November 1960 . 
S.R.O. No. 94/60. 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 7 of the 
Travancore- Cochin Government Land Assignment Act, 1950 
( Act XXXIII of 1950) the Government of Kerala h -reby makes 
the following rules for the assignment of Government land for 
rubber cultivation , namely : 

1. ( a ) These rules shall be called " Special Rules for the 
assignment of Government land for Rubber Cultivation , 1960." 

(b ) They shall apply to the land under the control of the 
Forest Department, which is being made available from time to 
time for planting with rubber under the scheme for rubber 
cultivation of the Government. 

( c ) They shall come into force at once . 
2. In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires : 

(a ) " Alienation " includes sale , gift, will, mortgage, 
hypothecation or lease. 

(b ) " Assignment" includes registry , lease or licence; 
(c ) " Form " means a form appended to these rules ; 

( d ) " Land" mears Government land under the control of 
the Forest Department available for Rubber Cultivation ; 

(e ) " Committee" means the District Committee consti 
tuted by the Government under Rule 13; 

(f) " Poor person " includes a man who has no land of his 
own or of his own family either as owner or as tenant or a man 
who or whose fa nily has got not more than 2 acres of land 
either as owner or as tenant, 

( g ) " Agricultural labourer " means able bodied persons 
who can contribute labour for raising the plantation ; 

( h ) " Plantation " means rubber plantations ; 

(i) " Educated Unemployed ” means able bodied persons 
who have stu lied up to S. S. u . C standard and who are unem 
ployed and whose family incomedoes not exceed Rs. 3,600 per 
annum ; 

(j) " Family " means and includes a person , his wife or her 
husband and their children living with them and dependent on

them ; 


(k ) " Small holder " means a person whose family income 
or individual income or both together does not exceed Rs. 7,000 
per annum ; 
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3. Land will be assigned for rubber cultivation : 

(i) On licence without auction to " poor persons" who 
are either (a ) agricultural labourers or (b ) educated unem 
ployed . 

(ii ) On sale in public auction to (a) small holders and 
( b ) Companies 

LICENCE 
4. The licence granted under these Rules shall be only for 
the right of occupation and cultivation of rubber on the allotted 
land . 

The applicants for licence shall be either (a ) Agricultural 
labourers or (b ) educated unemployed ; 

They shall be between the age limit of 20 years and 45 . 
years. 

5. Fifty percent of the land to be allotted will be reserved 
for the educated unemployed persons. 

6. The licence will be granted only to persons who, as indivi 
duals or as members of a joint family , possess no lands or 
possess lands not in excess of two acres either as owners or 
tenants . 

7. Licence under these rules shall be for a period of ten years 
in the first instance and thereafter may be renewed for a similar 
period . 

8. On the expiry of the period o licence , the Governmentmay 
assign such land to the licensee on registry subject to such 
conditions and restrictions as they may deem fit to impose . 

9. Lands will be allotted in seven acre blocks , five acres of 
which will have to be put under rubber cultivation immediately 
in the planting season following the grant of license and one 
acre in the 8th year . The remaining area (of one acre of land ) 
may be used for construction of a dwelling house and for a 
domestic garden . 

10. There shall be no licence fee or tax payable on the land 
licensed for the first ten years. 

11. The licensee shall be liable to pay such amount as may 
by order be specified by Government at the time of registry . 
12. The registry shall be subject to the payment of : 

(i) value of the land as may be fixed by the Committee. 

(ii ) 25 % of the value of land as a premium in consider 
ation for thoss of forest revenue to theGovernment on account 
of the allotment of land without any payment for the period of 
licence and for the repayment of the land value in ten instal 
ments from the eleventh year. 

(iii) the survey and demarcation charges of the allotted 
land; 

(iv ) the principal and interest of the loan if , any, pro 
posed to be given to the allottee in pursuance of the Govern 
ment s scheme for assistance for Rubber Cultivation . 
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13. The Committee shall consist of five ormore members 
including officials and non - officials. The official members shall 
include the Collector, one of the Divisional Forest Officers in 
the District and the District Agricultural Officer ofthe District 
concerned . The non -official members shall be nominated by 
Government. The functions of the Committee shall be to deter 
mine the value of the lands given on licence when such lands 
are assigned on registry and to select applicants for grant of 
land on licence. 

14. In fixing the value of the land, the Committee shall take 
into consideration the price prevailing for similar lands in the 
locality . They shall fix the value of large and compact blocks 
in the first instance subject to the approval by the Government. 
The value so fixed shall be apportioned to each unit of 7 acres 
with due reference to fertility , nearness to roads, and other 
facilities, and such apportionment of value for each unit shall be 
subject to the approval of the Collector. 

15. The payment under rules 11 and 12 will be made in 10 
equal annual instalments, the first instalment being payable on 
the 11th year. 

16. The land on the registry shall be subject to all taxes 
levied by the Government or other local bodies from time to 
time. 

17. The licence shall be heritable but not alienable . 

18. The licensee or successor in interest shall ordinarily 
reside in the sites allotted provided residential facilities are 
available. If residential facilities are not available in the 7 acre 
blocks, separate house sites will be allotted round about the area 
and the area of the main block in such cases will be reduced by 
the extent of that holding. 

19. The licensee shall agree to join a service co- operative of 
the area when one is organised . 

20. Non - compliance with or violation of any of the rules or 
conditions of licence shall entail the cancellation of the licence. 
TheGovernment may resume the land in such case and no com 
pensation shall be payable to such licensees. 

21. Application for licence shall be made to the District 
Collector of the District in which the applicant resides in Form I. 
Each application shall bear court fees stamp of the value 
of Re. 1 . 
Note. - Applicants belonging to Scheduled Castes and tribes 

and converts to christianity from those castes or 
tribes shall be exempt from affixing stamp on their 

application . 
22. The applications received will be scrutinised by the 
District Collector and placed before the District Committee 
concerned for selection of the applicants . In the selection of 
applicants for licence , the Committee shall satisfy itself of the 
ability of the applicant to cultivate rubber in the allotted area . 

23. The licence will be issued by the Collector of the District 
in which the land lies in Form II . 
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24. All amounts due to the Government under these rules 
shall, in case of default, be recoverable as if they are arrears of 
land revenue under the Revenue Recovery Act for the time 
being in force. 

25. The Government shall be competent to assign land if they 
so choose, dispensing with any provisions containing in these 
rules or iniposing any terms or conditions not provided for in 
these rules. 

SALE TO SMALL HOLDERS. 
26. Government lands shall be sold in auction in lols of 10 
acres each to small holders. 

27. The sale notice containing all relevant information terms 
and conditions of the sale may be published in the Gazette in 
Form III not less than two weeks before the date of auction . 

28. The auction will be confirmed in the name of the highest 
bidder subject to the reasonableness of price and a sale sannad 
will be issued to him by the District Collector in Form IV . 

SALE TO CORPORATION AND COMPANIES. 
29. Government lands will be sold in public auction in blocks 
of 300 to 500 acres to the existing Corporations and Companies 
engaged in rubber plantation and also to the promoters of such 
prospective Companies. 

30. The sale notice containing all relevant information , 
terms and conditions of the sale may be published in the Gazette 
in Form V. 

31. The auction will be confirmed in the name of the highest 
bidder subject to the reasonable of price and sale sannad will be 
issued by the Collector of the District in Form VI. 

32. In the case of promoters of the prospective companies 
they may be allowed three months time from the date of auction 
to float the share capital and to register a public limited company 
with not less than 50 members. 

33. The promoters of prospective companies who successfully 
bid in auction shall deposit 21 % of the bid amount immediately 
as security for the due fulfilment of the terms and conditions of 
the auction . The security amount will be forfeited if the pro 
moters fail to incorporate the Corporation or to register the 
Conipany, within the time. 

The security amount shall be adjusted towards the bid 
amount if the promoters incorporate or register the Corporation 
or Company as the case may be within the time. Such Corpo 
rations and Companies will be allowed to pay up the balance of 
the bid amount within three months from the date of incorpo 
ration of the Corporation or registration of the Company as the 
case may be. 

34. The existing Companies or Corporations who successfully 
bid in auction shall deposit 20 % of the bid amount immediately 
after the auction and the balance amount shall be paid within 
one month from the date of auction .

Cancellation on any of these grounds 
may be ordered by any authority to whom the assigning 
authority is administratively subordinate. 

2. In the event of such cancellation of the grant, the grantee 
shall not be entitled to compensalion for any loss caused to him 
by the cancellation . 

3. If the grantee shall fail to pay to the Government any 
sums payable under the grant on the respective rates on which 
they are made payable, he shall pay interest at 12 per cent per 
annum on such amounts from the dates on which they were so 
payable until the date of payment of recovery .

7. The grantee shall not assign or underlet the benefits 
arising under this grant or a part thereof without the previous 
written permission of the assigning authority . 
8. (a ) the grantee shall take steps to see that the marks 

made by the officers of the Government are preserved 

and are not tampered with ; 
(b ) in the event of the infrigement of, or failure to 

observe, any of the conditions mentioned in the above 
clause, the grantee shall pay to the Guvernment such 
compensation as is determined by the Collector of the 
District for any loss or damage caused by such 
infringement or failure on his part. 
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9. The grantee shall not without the previous sanction of the 
assigning authority permit any person to use the land except as 
provided in.condition 5 . 

10. The grantee shall, on the termination or revocation of 
this grant, restore the said land to the Government in as good a 
condition as is consistent with the foregoing conditions. 

11. The grantee shall be answerable to the Government for 
all or any injury or damage done to the said land and other 
Government property thereon except as is permitted by the 
foregoing conditions. 

12. The grant hereby given may be revoked by the assigning 
authority after giving sixty days notice in writing and by the 
Government or the Director of Rubber Plantations without 
notice in an emergency (the said Government or Director of 
Rubber Plantation being the sole judge of the emergency ) and 
shall be terminable by the grantee by giving to the Collector, 
sixty ys noti in writing thout prejudice to any right 
of action or remedy of the assigning authority in respect of any 
antecedent breach of any of the foregoing conditions. The 
grantee shall not in case of such revocation or termination be 
entitled to any compensation in respect of any improvements 
effected by the grantee to the land or for the loss caused by the 
interruption of his occupation . 

13. In the event of termination of the grant under conditiqn 
( 12) the Government shall be at liberty to levy proportionate 
rental up to the date of such termination . 

14. If any dispute or difference shall at any time hereafler 
arise between the Government or their officers on the one part

15. The grant includes all rights , easements and aprurten 
ances belonging to the land or reputed to belong to it or usually 
held or enjoyed with it .

ACT, 1960 
( Act 42 of 1960 ) 

An 

ACT 
further to amend the Indian TradeUnions Act, 1926 . 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Eleventh Year of the 
Republic of India as follows : 

1. Short title . - This Act may be called the Indian Trade 
Unions (Amendment) Act. 1969. 

2. Amendment of long title and preamble.-- In the long title 
of and the pream : le to, the Ind an Trade Unions Act, 1926 
16 of 1926 ) (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act) , 
the words in the Provinces of India shall be omitted.
